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RUSSIA IS HURRYING 
TROOPS TO THE EAST 


100,000 More Men Are Being Dis- 
patched from Europe. 


Wives and Families of Officers Forbid- 
den to Follow Them—Japan Denies 
That War Is Imminent. *

LONDON, Oct. 15.—The facts known 
in St. Petersburg in regard to the Far 
Hastern situation, say The Times’s Rus- 
sian correspondents, all point in the di- 
rection of warlike preparations and the 
prevalence of alarm and anxiety. 

One hundred thousand men are being 
dispatched to the Far East from the dis- 
tricts beyond Moscow, Tamboff, and 
Penza, About a week ago a special train 
of fourteen trucks full of surgical dress- 
ing materials and medicaments for the 
use of the troops started from St. Peters- 
burg for the Far East. 

The War Ministry is said already to 
have demanded an extra credit for these 
preparations of 25,000,000 rubles, ($12,- 
500,000.) M. Witte’s successor in the 
Finance Ministry is reported to be hard- 
ly able to cope with the difficulties of 
the situation. 

The Moscow correspondent of The 
Times learns that there is no truth in the 
official denials that considerable rein- 
forcements have been dispatched to the 
Far East. On the contrary, the corre- 
spondent learns from a trustworthy 
source that the dispatch of the greater 
part of an army corps from the southern 
divisions has already been arranged. The 
military authorities have significantly 
forbidden the wives and families of the 
officers among’the latest reinforcements 
to proceed to the Far East to join their 
husbands. 

As this is a most exceptional step, says 
the correspondent, the authorities have

There is good reason to believe, adds 
the correspondent, that the troops now 
en route are merely the vanguard of fur- 
ther reinforcements from the southern 
divisions, which are prepared to furnish 
a minimum of 50,000 men of all arms.

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
same paper says that Russia claims under 
her treaty with China the right to retain 
troops in Manchuria as the robber bands 
constitute a danger to the Russian railway. 

The corresponcent learns that Gen. Kuro- 
patkin, the Russian War Minister, will 
shortly retire. 

The Morning Post claims to have excel- 
lent authority for the statement that Japan 
has no intention of issuing an ultimatum, 
but has asked Russia for an assurance that 
she is not seeking to include Korea in her 
sphere of influence. The negotiations have 
been extended over a long period. Russia 
at one point offered to give a satisfactory 
undertaking in regard to Korea on the con- 
dition that Japan would undertake not to 
support any demand for the evacuation of 
manchuria. Japan declined to give such 
an undertaking, being determined to keep 
the two questions separate. 

Japan’s view, says The Morning Post, is, 
that while Korea is of vital interest to her, 
Manckuria is not, and she is disinclined to 
mull the chestnuts out of the fire for Great 

rituin and the United States by issuing 
an ultimatum or taking any action with 
regard to Manchuria, except in co-operation 
with the other powers whose interests are 
equally involved. 

It is believed that neither power desires 
war, not only on account of financial diffi- 
culties, but because of the doubt as to what 
course China would take in such a war. 

The correspondent of The Morning Past 
at Che-Foo, telegraphing yesterday, says 
that the rumors of an impending war con- 
tinue, but it is impossible to obtain au- 
thentic information. In the event of an 
outbreak opinion in Che-Foo is favorable 
to the success of the Japanese navy. It is 
believed that the newly equipped Chinese 
troops would ally themselves with Japan 
in any campaign against Russia which she 
might undertake in Manchuria. 


Large imports of arms, adds the corre- | 


spondent, have been made by China during 
the past nine months, and war munitions 
continue to be imported. A small Japanese 
steamer which is lying off Che-Foo with 
dynamite and ammunition has been prohib- 
ited from landing her cargo. 

The Russian torpedo boat flotilla, it is 
stated, far exceeds {n actual number any of- 
ficial admission. Many of them have been 
completed and equipped at Port Arthur. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to The Daily 
Telegraph says the Russo-Japanese situa- 
tion is uncertain, and the outcome depends 
entirely on Russia’s willingness to make 
concessions. 


BERLIN, Oct. 14.—The rumors of war in 
the Far East have for the present, so far 
as Berlin is concerned, been quite blown 
away by the official reassurances from all 
sides. 

Yet it is recognized that the negotiations 
going on are of supreme importance, and 
that they may reach a dangerous deadlock 
or be terminated by Japan, which is re- 
garded as being determined to reach a fa-

MEANT TO OVERAWE JAPAN. 


Russian Demonstration of the Strength 
of the Forces at Port Arthur— 
76,000 Soldiers Reviewed. 


PORT ARTHUR, Oct. 13.—The review by 
the Viceroy, Admiral Alexieff, on Sunday 
of 76,000 soldiers who participated in the 
manoeuvres, was the final act of last 
week's “war game.” This force, the great- 
est Russia has ever concentrated in the Far 
East, was massed on the plains outside this 
city. It included infantry, cavalry, and 
artillery. Every infantry regiment is part- 
ly mounted, in accordance with the recent 
regulations, 

To foreigners every opportunity to wit- 
ness the display was given, and the state- 
ments of officers regarding the total force 
weré verified by the visiting experts, It 
was also officially announced that the en- 
tire force within easy operating distance of 
Port Arthur numbers 100,000 men. Two 
months ago it was 60,000 men. Sunday's 
spectacle demonstrated that the reports re- 
garding the reinforcements arriving in Man- 
churia had underestimated the real in- 
crease. The army assembled on Sunday 


was greater than the Peking diplomats be- 
lieved Russia's entire force in Manchuria 
to be. Officials here are taking pains to 
advertise Russia’s strength, and proclaim 
that the manoeuvres are intended as an 
object lesson. 

Admiral Alexieff, speaking to an Amer- 
ican official, said: 

‘War would be a great calamity. Here 
we believe that the best way to prevent it 
is to strengthen ourselves as much as pos- 
sible. Therefore we have left no steps un- 
taken for that purpose.” 

The details of the manoeuvres were kept 
secret, but the correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press learned that the landing forces 
at Talien-Wan Bay were repulsed. It is 
reported that the attacking army broke 
through Port Arthur’s defenses at three 
points. 

Twe battleships and two cruisers are on 
their way here from Russia. When they 
arrive Russia’s naval force on this station 
will be strongef than Japan's, according to 
the views of the Russian officers. 

Anticipation of war is at fever heat in 
the army and navy, but it is based entirely 
on the activity of the preparations visible 
everywhere The higher officials believe 
that Japan has been overawed by the 
demonstration of Russia's power. 

No steps toward the evacuation of Man- 
churia have been taken. The official jour- 
nal, the editor of which is a Colonel on the 
Viceroy’s staff, says none will be taken.

DISTRUST TURKISH PROMISES. 


Insurgents to Hold Positions During 
Winter—Refugees Not to Return Un- 
less Powers Insure Their Safety.

LONDON, Oct. 15.—The Sofia corre- 
spondent of The Times says that about 
200 men belonging to various bands un- 
der Gen. Zontcheff, the Macedonian 
leader, have arrived in the Bulgarian 
capital, and many others will probably 
arrive as the Winter approaches, but a 
number of picked men will maintain po- 
sitions in the mountains. 

Reports agree, says the correspondent, 
that Turkish opinion is violently hostile 
to foreign supervision in Macedonia, and 
apprehension is felt lest the Sultan's in- 
dignation should prompt him to sanction 
an attack on Bulgaria. 

The refugees at Samakoff, Rilo, and 
Kostendil have refused to return unless 
the powers insure their safety. The pros- 
pect of maintaining 20,000 refugees 
throughout the Winter alarms the Bul- 
garian Government. A Cabinet Council 
yesterday made a fresh grant of 50,000 
leva ($10,000) for the purchase of pro- 
visions,

SOFIA, Oct. 14.—After correspodence with 
the Macedonian refugees through the BPul- 
zyarian Government the Sultan has prom- 
feed a general amnesty and funds to aid 
in rebuiiding their homesteads if the fugi- 
tives return to Macedonia. The refugees 
have consented on condition that their re- 
patriation is under foreign control. The 
authorities in Roumelia are now esti- 
mating the amount necessary to carry out 
the arrangement. 

This news has made a favorable impres- 
sion here. The Government has decided 
to dismiss several classes of reserves as 
soon as the Porte begins to fulfill its prom- 
ises, 


DYNAMO IN PEKING PALACE.

SHIPBUILDING DEAL SCORED. 


14.—The Right Rev. 
Frederick Dean Huntington, the venera- 
ble Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of 
Central New York, in an interview on the 
shipbuilding scandal to-day said: 

“It is my opinion that the men mixed 
up in the deal are pagans. They have no 
conception of religion or Christianity. 

“It all shows defect of character, re- 
vealed through tempting circumstances. 
There are many men living decently enough 
because they are not tempted by great 
opportunities to cheat their fellow-men 
and thereby make a million or two. 

“ These men knew what they were doing, 
A thing of.this sort is not done in a minute. 
It is little by little that men resort to 
trickery. ‘ 

‘Now, then, what is the lesson of all 
this? | It is conceded that we are an educat- 
ing Nation, and the great masses seek this 
education. Such fiascos show very clearly, 
however, that our educational system is 
somehow very deficient. 

“What we need is the education of the 
moral nature. The conscience of men is 
not trained in our public schools and great 
institutions. I say give proportionate at- 
tention to the moral life of the student body 
of our great country. 

‘This body is taught everything else from 
the classics to the trickeries and rascalities 
in business affairs. Men must be taught to 
discriminate between right and wrong, and 
until that is done we must expect scandals 
in public life.’’

POSTAL SLEUTHS’ TRAP 


Hidden Stenographer Took Down 
Alleged Grafter’s Words. 


Later He Told Another Story Before a 
Visible Stenographer—Surprise in 
Miller-Johns Trial. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 14.—An indication of 
the extent to which the Post Office Depart- 
ment went in probing the postal scandals 
Was shown in the United States District 
Court to-day at the trial of Daniel V. Mil- 
ler and Joseph M. Johns. for participating 
in one of the “‘ graft” conspiracies, 

Joseph Watson, secretary and stenog- 
rapher to Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow, went on the stand and 
testified that he was hidden behind furni- 
ture in the office of his chief while Assis- 
tant Attorney General Robb and Chief In- 
spector Cochran were talking with Miller. 
He took down the conversation in short- 
hand, and now read his notes in the court- 
room, 


Mr. Robb then went on the stand and 
produced the notes taken by another sten- 
ographer of a subsequent interview. At 
this interview the stenographer, Tullis by 
name, was in plain sight, and Miller’s an- 
Swers to Robb’s questions at this inter- 
view, when he knew his words were taken 
down, were at variance with his explana- 
tions at the prior interview, when he sup- 
posed himself to be alone with Robb and 
Cochran. 

Iz is now known that more of the de- 
tective work of the Government will be 
disclosed to-morrow when Post Office In- 
Spectors are to take the stand, 

When Watson went on the stand Assist- 
ant District Attorney Darby asked him to 
describe what took place,in the office of 
Fourth Assistant Bristow on May 14, when 
Mr. Robb and Chief Inspector Cochran had 
an interview with Miller. He was asked 
to describe everything in detail in the room 
and told about Mr. Bristow's concealing 
him behind his high roll top desk in one 
corner of his office while Mr. Robb and 
Chief Inspector Cochran were in the room. 

Then Mr. Bristow retired, and Mr. Miller 
was soon sentinto the room, where Robb 
and Cochran awaited him. Meantime Wat- 
s0n Was seated on a bundle of old news- 
papers in the corner behind the desk, tak- 
ing full stenographic notes on his knee, 

Then Watson proceeded to read to the 
court from the original notes, and occupled 
an hour and a half in doing so. The first 
question propounded to Miller at this in- 
terview was by Mr. Robb, who said: 

‘Mr. Cochran and I have an unpleasant 
duty, and it must be performed now. Be- 
fore anything is done you had better talk 
the matter over. You are a lawyer, and it 
is unnecessary to tell you that subterfuge 
will be useless and that we will have none 
of it.

an unconcealed position. 

The second interview was in Mr. Robb’s 
office, and it is maintained by the prosecu- 
tion that the answers of Miller were differ- 
ent. The stenographic report of Mr. Tullis 
was then offered. This report by Tullis 
was signed by Miller after it was written 
and in long hand. 

Robb was closely cross-examined by Mr. 
Rulison and denied that he had taken pos- 
session of Miller's mail before either of 
these interviews, but he did not deny that 
the Post Office Inspectors might have done 
so. Robb did ask Miller to let him see his 
mail hereafter, and asked Miller to open 
his letters in his presence. To all these 
requests Miller assented, 

Any letters that came to the witness 
without the knowledge cf Miller may have 
been through the Post Office Inspectors, 
but Gen. Robb Insisted that he had never 
opened any mail of the defendant.

TROOPS LEAVE CUBA. 
President Palma Will Bid Farewell to 


Them at Parade in Havana. 


HAVANA, Oct. 14.—The two companies 
of United States artillery at Cienfuegos 
have embarked on the transport Kilpatrick, 
which is expected to arrive here to-morrow. 

Dispatches to the Havana papers say that 
the American flag was lowered at the camp 
at Cienruegos, known as “ Pasa Cabalilos,’’ 
by the American ——— officer, the 
Cuban Rural Guard meanwhile saluting.

Restoration Host, 3,500 Strong; 
Moving on New York. 


Eight Train Loads of Crusaders Leave 
Zion City, “ Elijah” Himself in 
the Last One. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ZION CITY, Ill, Oct. 14.—Dowie’s resto- 
ration host, burdened with bandboxes, 
blanket rolls, and Bibles, evacuated Zion 
City to-day and is now moving 3,500 strong 
on Satan’s stronghold in Manhattan Island. 

Hight big special trains on as many dif- 
ferent railroad systems left the faith heal- 
ing community during the morning and 
early afternoon, skirted Chicago via the 
outer belt lines, and pushed eastward as 
fast as steam could carry them. Dowle’s 
plans contemplate the arrival of all the 
trains at the same time. 

There was no waving of flags or cheering 
or blowing of trumpets to mark the de- 
parture of the host from Zion. On the 
contrary, the train pulled away from the 
little city amid a silence as deep as Dowie’s 
strongbox and nearly as impressive. 

The restorer himself reserved his leave- 
taking until the last train. At 3 o’clock his 
carriage reached the station, and he enfn- 
tered the private car of the President of 
the Nickel Plate Railroad, attended by 
various members of his cabinet. 

That portion of Zion’s population which 
imleft behind made no demonstration as 
their leader left them, and the executive 
train steamed away with as little ceremony 
as did the others. 

Zion City was astir early this morning. 
Daybreak disclosed the uniformed Zion 
guards scurrying through the streets com- 
pleting the preparations for the exodus, 
and an hour later most of the population 
seemed to be on the alert. 

fong before 8 o'clock the narrow board- 
walk leading from the town to the station 
was full of prospective pilgrims, each fam- 
ily grouped under escort of a guard, who 
carried bundles of bedclothing, luncheon 
boxes, and other paraphernalia. 

At the station the crusaders ranged them- 
selves in line and waited for the first train 
to be ready. As a part of the admirable 
arrangements each trainload went to the 
station separately, so that at no time was 
chore confusion in the neighborhood of the 
tracks, 

The elimination of spectacular display 
previous to and during the departure was 
evidently at the direction of the General 
Uverseer, for each excursionist seemed to 
be laboring to repress his feelings. The 
chorus of “ Peace Be to Thee,”’ which fol- 
lowed the arrival of each group of restpra- 
Boneeen was pitched high in an excited 

one, 

Many of the people talked of the sights 
they proposed to see at Niagara Falls, in 
Washington, or at other points of interest 
along the road, and others discussed the 
errand which takes them to New York. De- 
votion was not much in evidence, however, 
save where a Zicn guard now and then 
drew from his belt a Bible and prayed si- 
jently with some member, either wavering 
or fet some other cause needing heavenly 
nelp, 

That the start eastward might not be en- 
tirely without its picturesque features, the 
departure of the first train, the Pennsylva- 
nia, was delayed until the whistle on the 
Fire Department headquarters sounded the 
signal for morning prayer, At the first 
harsh blast each follower of Zion ceased 
motion. 

e chatter’ was hushed, hats »-were 
Gofied, and heads bowed in prayer. For 
two minutes there was an untanny ‘silence. 
T another blast ended the supplication, 
and the crowd moved toward the train. 

Among the crusaders are representatives 
of nearly all Caucasian races, while there 
is a sprinkling of Asiatics among the 
guards.

Dowie Host to Visit Every Home in Man- 
hattan—Big Meetings in Madison 
Square Garden. 


* Restoration Host,” led 
Alexander Dowie, known among his fol- 
lowers as ‘ Elijah,’”’ having left Chicago 
yesterday morning, is expected to arrive in 
this city during the early hours of to-mor- 
row morning, coming in at various railway 
stations. The crusaders will gather at 
Madison Square Garden, ready to begin a 
campaign against the flesh and the devil 
unique in the history of the metropolis. 
The baggage train, bearing the belong- 
ings of the crusaders, will arrive to-day at 
the Grand Central Station, and to a local 
express company will fall the task of dis- 
tributing the trunks and bags to hundreds 


of boarding houses and hotels throughout 
the city. 

For months Dowie, with his overseers, 
elders, evangelists, and deacons, has been 
preparing for the campaign and the huge 
undertaking has been planned with the 
minutest care. Advance agents have been 
in the city for weeks seeking lodging places 
tor the huge army, arranging for food sup- 
plies, obtaining permits for marching in the 
streets, studying the city topographically, 
financially, morally, religiously, and in 
every one of its multifarious aspects. 

The entire city has been plotted into dis- 
tricts, and between Sunday next, when the 
crusade begins, and Novy. 8, when it ends, 
every home from the mansions in Fifth 
Avenue to the humblest dwelling in the 
tenement districts of the east side will 
have been visited by a man or a woman 
member of the ‘‘ Restoration Host.”’ It is 
expected that there will be some trouble 
with New York janitors, but the disciples 
of “ Elijah II.”’ are instructed when smit- 
tea to turn the other cheek, and they will 
persevere until their end is gained, 

Every member of the family visited will 
be greeted with the regulation “ Elijah” 
greeting, which is in form as follows: ‘In 
the name of Christ, the King of Kings, I 
greet you with- His message: Peace be to 
this house.’’ Then will be placed in the 
hand of some member of the family a 
‘restoration’ tract and an invitation to 
attend a meeting in Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

Madison Square Garden, which is to he 
the headquarters and centre of activity in 
the campaign, resounded yesterday with 
a tremendous hammering and sawing. At 
the eastern end of the great amphitheatre 
was being erected a semi-circular plat- 
form capable of seating a thousand per- 
sons. 

On this platform will be seated the white- 
robed choir of Zion, having 600 voices. 
Here also will_be the great brass band of 
the ‘‘ Restorafion Host,” and from the 
platform ‘‘ Elijah IT.”’ will thunder forth 
his words of warning and exhortation. 

In front of this great platform excava- 
tions were being made yesterday for a 
huge baptismal font thirty feet square and 
four feet deep and capable of accommo- 
dating considerable numbers of redeemed 
sinners. 

In the café of the Garden the bar had 
been cleared away, and men and women 
were at work unpacking and assorting 
huge hogsheads of tableware, for the army 
of 3,000 or more will take their meals at 
the Garden, dining together.

Hospital, the hotel in Zion City, and each 
day fifty volunteer assistants will be as- 
signed. Each day also will be appointed 
tnree hundred women volunteer waiters. 

Deacon Cotten said that the hosts of 
Elijah were supposed to nourish the body 
liberally, and the bill of fare will be 
varied and ample. Many dishes found on 
the ordinary bill of fare will be missing, 
however. For instance, there will be abso- 
lutely none of the products of the hog, as 
“Elijah” has declared the hog unclean. 
Likewise, there is a ban against oysters, 
crabs, lobsters, and all shell fish, as being 
unclean. There will be fish, but only fish 
with gills and scales. 

The Zionists will devote to-morrow and 
Saturday to resting for the battle that 
really begins at 6:30 Sunday morning with 
a big meeting at the Garden. There will 
be a second meeting at 10:30 o'clock in 
the forenoon, and again at 7:30 o’clock 
in the evening. 

At the early morning meetings each day 
a discourse will be delivered by ‘* Elijah.” 
At the forenoon meetings a series of divine 
healing discourses will be delivered, after 
which the general overseer, as Dowie is 
known Officially, and Mrs. Dowie, assisted 
by various elders, will pray with those who 
may become penitent. At the evening 
meetings a series of discourses will be 
delivered by Dowie in his office as “ Hlijah 
the Restorer.”’ 

In the meantime throughout the day 
thousands of the Zionites will be scattered 
throughout the four quarters of the city. 
Each crusader will pay his or her own car 
fare on these expeditions, and will take his 
midday meal at restaurants and lunchrooms 
wherever he may be at work.

CUTTING AND PLATT. 


“He wants Mr. Platt’s influence at Wash- 
ington. Now, gentlemen, it being clear this 
time that the purpose of the other side is to 
Republicanize the Fusion movement, that 
no man in that movement can take a Demo- 


cratic indorsement, although he can take 
a Republican indorsement, I want to ask 
you what effect it is going to have on the 
City of New York in its relation to the 
State of New York. I am not going into 
State politics or into National politics; I am 
simply goi to deal with the relations of 
the city to the State. 

“I believed two years ago that Mr. Low 
was genuine in his declaration of non-par- 
tisanship.

Now, when he last Winter attempted 
to go further with those policies, what did 
the Republican Mayor do? 
mortgages are taxable just the same, as 
other property, utterly disregarding the fa. 
that the property itself, the real estate, 1s 
already taxed. , 
“It is a gross injustice, and everybody in 
tthe City of New York wants to see mort- 
gages exempted from taxation. _ People go 
up to Albany and try to get a bill through 
exempting mortgages in the city from taxa- 
tion. Down comes the Governor with a 
proposition, not to exempt them, but to put 
a little more tax upon them, which tax 
shall go to the State of New York, not to 
the City of New York, which now gets the 
tax. A 
“ Did the Mayor object? Not one_word of 
objection came from him. The Governor 
wanted to get certain other taxes for the 
State of New York, so that he would no 
jJonger have a direct tax falling upon the 
country and upon the parks. He also pro- 
posed te increase by 50 per cent. the excise 
taxes, and to increase by 100 per cent. the 
share which the State should have of_ it. 
I muy be wrong in these percentages. The 
share of the State should be from one- 
third to one-half, if I remember. However, 
it was to increase largely the share that 
the State should have while increasing the 
tax itself 50 per cent. The Mayor of this 
city, instead of objecting to that legisla- 
tion, came out in the strength of his office 
aud undertook to uphold it. 


THE MAYOR A PARTISAN. 


“ These are local questions, which have a 
direct bearing upon Republicanism and 
Democracy, and the Mayor was not non- 
partisan as he said he would be, but Re- 
publican all the way through and the close 
ally of Benjamin B. Odell, the Mayor of 


‘this city, against the interests of this city, 
helping the Government put upon the city 
these excessive taxes for the Republican 
part of the State north of the Harlem 
River. [Applause.] 

“These, gentlemen, are points of objec- 
tion to the Mayor's course which I publicly 
took at the time when the Mayor was doing 
what he did.

Democratic. This city is so largely Demo- 
cratic that it is often a danger to it, be- 
cause it has such a superabundant ma- 
jority; just as it is a danger in Philadelphia 
because there is a superabundant Repub- 
lican majority. This city is Democratic, 
‘and it wants its Democratic spirit felt in 
relation to the State of New York. And 
you see by what I have told you that it 
cannot have that spirit felt effectively un- 
‘4ess it has a Democratic Mayor. 

“If your nominee were a weak candidate, 
if your nominee were the representative of 
a party which during the last two years 
Mad done nothing to cleanse itself of the 
things which were regarded as evils two 
vears ago—if I could not feel that George 
BB. McCiellan was an honest man, [ap- 
plause,} I would not accept your nomina- 
tion nor appear on this platform. [Ap- 
“plause ; 
prsuee.! these things being so, and it ap- 
pearing plainly that the movement on the 
other Side is Republicanized, Re yublican- 
jzed at the demand of Platt and V oodruff, 
Republicanized, it would seem, almost 
from what J have told you because of some 

rivate interests of some eminent Citizens 
nion leaders, when that choice is put 
before the people of this city, the time has 
come under such circumstances as these 
with such a ticket as you have here, to say 
that New York City shall be a Democratic 
city in the next State and National elec- 
tions, and not a Republican one.” 


MR. FORNES'S PLEA. 


President Fornes of the Board of Alder- 
mensaid that Mr. Grout had fully covered 
the conditions surrounding the transfer of 
their names from the Fusion to the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Two years ago he consented 
to the use of his name by the Fusionists, 
he said, being convinced that the party was 
deminated by non-partisan men, and had 
held that view until two weeks ago. 

He declared the Fusion leaders were dom- 
Sinated with Republican spirit and called 
attention to the statements of the mythical 
character of non-partisanship made by Sen- 
ator Foraker in Western cities, by ex-Gov.

It is most appropriate that 
this To should be opened at a meet- 
ing held under the auspices of the Demo- 
cratic Party of New York County, which 
for more than a century has throu sun- 
shine and through storm stood firm as 
a rock in the maintenance of Democratic 
principles, 

“ At the very commencement of the cam- 
paign the issues are clearly defined, and 
the party lines distinctly drawn. Two years 
ago the Fusion movement was composed, 
not only of the regular Republican Party 
and its adjunct, the Citizens’ Union, but 
was supported by a large Democratic or- 
ganization. To-day the so-called Fusion 
movement is composed exclusively of the 
Republican machine and its Citizens’ Union 
annex, minus its former Democratic mem- 
bers, and has neither the active aid nor 
the tacit approval of any Democratic or- 
ganization, nor body of Democrats what- 
soever. 

“The Fusion administration having 
proved to the complete satisfaction of 
those Democrats who helped to place it in 
power that non-partisanshi in govern- 
ment is impossible, the volitical struggle, 
which will be ended on Nov. 3, is. between 
the Democratic Party on the one hand and 
the Republican Party on the other. It is 
between the two great parties that the 
people must make their choice. 


THE ISSUE AND ABUSE. 


“The issue cannot bé obscured even by 
the abuse and vilification of Democratic 
candidates, nor by the invocation of per- 
sonalities that have passed from the po- 
litical stage forever and have no part in 
this campaign. 

“We are asked by the Republican can- 
didate for Mayor to judge his administra- 
tion by its record.

“The head of the present Republican 
City Government would certainly find him- 
self in a more enviable position were he 
in a frank and manly way to acknowledge 
that as the Republican Mayor of New York 
he is anxious to serve his party rather than 
try to conceal the livery of Republicanism 
under a cloak of alleged non-partisan- 
ship which has become so tattered oy mia- 
use as to no longeer deceive even the most 
credulous, 

“Under the city charter the Mayor ex- 
ercises a suspensory veto power ever a'l 
bills passed by the Legislature cffecting 
the city. During the session of the Legis- 
lature bills so vetoed by the Mayor must 
be repassed to become effective. The veto 
power of the Mayor becomes absolute over 
all bills ‘left over’ after the adjournment 
of the Legislature. Has the Mayor €xer- 
cised his power of veto as a non-partisan? 
Mr. Chairman, the veto power has not been 
used once during the past two years to the 
prejudice of the epublican machine 
throughout the State nor where -he inter- 
ests of the city and the State at large have 
differed has the veto power been interposed 
in a single instance for the benefit of the 
city. Was this non-partisanship? 


“ Realizing the possibilities existing in

MUNICIPAL COURT ISSUE. 

“Two new Municipal Court districts 
were created by the last Legislature, and 
pending the next general election the ap- 
pointment of the Judges provided was 
lodged in the Mayor. In the case of the 
down-town district, whose population is 
® per cent. Democratic, a Republican 
‘ worker’ was appointed. In the case of the 
vp-town district the appointment was given 
to a protégé of the Republican Governor, 
who, on being nominated by the NRepubli- 
can machine to succeed himself, was re- 
pudiated by the Citizens’ Union. Was this 
non-partisanship? 

* A Republican Legislature imposed upon 
this city an excise law, the net result of 
which was that the city’s share of the reve- 
nue derived from excise taxation was in- 
creased only 12% per cent., while the State's 
share was increased 125 per cent. The city 
will only receive about half a million dollars 
more under the new law than it did under 
the old, yet there will be distributed among 
the Republican strongholds of the State 
nearly three and a half million dollars more 
—paid by the people of New York—than was 
paid during the year 1902. 

“It mignt be fairly supposed that this 
exploitation of a Democratic city for the 
benefit of the rural communities would 
have been strongly and relentiessly resisted 
by the city authorities. It was most man- 
fully opposed by the Democratic Controller, 
but not one word of protest, not one sug- 
gestion of oppositicn came from the Re- 
publican Mayor. Was this non-partisan- 
ship? 

“The leaders of the so-called Fusion 
movement, inspired by the Mayor, ordered 
their conventions to indorse the candidacy 
of a learned Democratic Judge, renominated 
by the Democratic Party, and yet took 
from their ticket two upright and able 
officials who had, like honorable gentlemen, 
believed in the Republican plea of non- 
partisanship and accepted Democratic nomi- 
nations. Was this non-partisanship? 

“Why will not Mr. Low be honest with 
himself for once and acknowledge that he 
is a partisan? 


MAYOR LOW’S PROMISES. 


“Mr, Low mad? many other specific 
promises at the time he pledged himself to 
non-partisanship. 

‘Despite his reitereted statement made 
when a candidate for office that ‘ the excise 
law as it stands, while it remains uwun- 
altered, must be administered in the best 
practical manner,’ and that ‘the extreme 
of the law is the extreme of injustice,’ the 
head of our City Government since election 


has forgotten his solemn utterances made 
frém the platform, 

** Not satisfied with permitting the excise 
law to be greatly increased with his tacit 
approval, he has permitted the sumptuary 
laws to be enforced accordi to their 
strict letter and not in the spirit in which 
they were intended, so that they have be- 
come a terror to the lawabiding citizen and 
of no avail against the lawbreaker, whom 
it ree oe perpese Se reach, 

*‘ Mr. Low, in his letter of acceptance 
1901, said: *‘ What is the city but the - 
ple? it means that the children will have 
good schvols and enough of them to give 
every child of school age a seat for the 
whole of every day of the schoo! year,’ and 
no fairer promise was ever made. 

‘‘I have no desire to ignore nor palliate 
the conditions which existed at the begin- 
ning of the present administration. Fifty- 
two thousand children were refused admis- 
sion during the school year of 1901. If this 
city is to continue its growth in wealth, in 
prosperity, and in righteousness, its chil- 
dren must be given the opportunity of be- 
coming good citizens. 

“It is the first duty of the community to 
care for its own; it is the first duty of the 
community to see to it that every boy and 
girl be permitted to have an equal chance 
in the struggle for existence. The only sure 
prevention of vice and crime is education. 
The onjy certain means of raising the 
standard cf citizenship is education. The 
only sure path to the contentment and the 
happin2ss of the people is education, There 
ie one object for which the people of New 
York wil! never begrudge public expendi- 
ture; there is one object for which the fa- 
thers an:i mothers of New York will stint 
ard save ond starve—and that is the educa- 
tion of their young. 


THE MAYOR'S PERFORMANCES. 


‘How has the pledge of Mr. Low been 
kept? With unlimited means at his dis- 
posal, withthe power to force public offi- 
cials to do his will, with the State Legis- 
lature willing and ready to help him, with 
row legislation, .f necessary; with the pub- 
lic press constantly keeping before his mind 
the necessity for action, there are to-day, 
according to the census of his own school 
commission, eighty-seven thousand ehildren 
without school accommodation. He wishes 
to be judged by his record, what more elo- 
quent comment on his record than the 
eighty-seven thousand children denied the 
inherent right of an elementary education 
because of the failure of the present Mayor 
to keep his word. 

“If Iam honored by the people by being 
elected I shall not forget that the ‘City is 
the eS. ‘The children of the people 
will have good schools and enough of them 
tu give every child of school age a seat for 
the whole of every day of the school year,’ 
even if I have to go to Albany and plead 
for legislation from a Republican State 
Government. 

“Vice is absolutely non-partisan, but 
virtue is in no sense the exclusive posses- 
sion of any one political party. I do not 
ciaim that honeaty and efficiency can only 
be found in our party, but I do claim that 
the Democratic Party is better fitted to 
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give this city an honest, business adminis- 
wation than Js the party of gur opponents. 

“If Lam elected Mayor I shall feel that I 
can —- fulfill the people’s trust by being 
responsible to them in the discharge of my 
duties, and in my appointments, and to no 
one else, 

“I shall feel that upon my shoulders 
rests the burden of proving to the people of 
the United States that the Democratic 
Party has not lost its ability to give New 
York pure, clean, good government; an 
honest police force, taken out of olitics 
and confined to its legitimate functions of 
preserving the peace and preventing and 
detecting crime; clean streets; an efficient 
Health Department; rapid transit; inter- 
borough communication; adequate school 
accommodations; economy in the expendi- 
ture of the people’s money. 

“The greatest honor in the gift of the 
Democracy in New York City has been con- 
ferred upon me, and I am justly proud that 
I should be permitted to lead my ss in 
this campaign, which is one of the most 
vital in its history. 


THE PARTISAN ISSUE. 


“The great issue before the people, broad- 
ly stated, is, shall this Democratic city be 
governed by a Democratic administration; 
shall the party to which belongs a majority 
of the people of New York be permitted to 
give the metropolis a government so effi- 
cient and honest that by the inspiration of 
its good deeds the State of New York will 
be taken from the doubtful column and its 
Electoral vote recorded in favor of the 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency; 
or whether the people of our city shall have 
two years more of Repyblican administra- 
tion and during the Presidential campaign 
be misrepresented by the Republican ma- 
chine, certain to misuse the functions of 
government in the interests of the selfish 
ambitions of Republican politicians? 

“Let us not deceive ourselves by believ- 
ing that the victory can be won without 
effort. Nothing in this world worth the 
winning can be won without .° struggle. 
Only the ceaseless vigilance and activity 
of every man here to-night; only the firm 
determination of every one of you to em- 
ploy every honest means, can insure our 
success next month. Every Democrat in 
New York, every friend of good govern- 
ment, must remember that we are not only 
struggling this year in behalf of the tri- 
umph of Democratic principles throughout 
the Union, but that we are struggling for 
good Democratic government n New 
York.” 


AHEARN AND ERLANGER. 


John F. Ahearn, Tammany nominee for 
President of the Borough of Manhattan, 
followed Col. McClellan and attacked what 
he designated as Mayor Low's subservience 
to the Republican State organization. 

*“*Mayor Low,” he said, “has been in 
heartiest sympathy with the latest Repub- 
lican boss in depriving New York of her 
legal and political rights."" Mr. Ahearn 
was loudly cheered when he said that his 
nomination was as much a tribute to the 
people of the lower east side as it was to 
himself. 

‘It was during my service as a Demo- 
cratic Senator,” he concluded, ‘‘that I 
learned so much of the party which ifn this 
campaign is putting on the mask of non- 
vartisansbip, seeking to capture and make 

epublican this great city of ours. That 
it ls only in Democratic cities, and particu- 
larly in the City of New York, that this 
idea of non-partisanship, with a Repub- 
liean head, is allowed to obtain, is evi- 
denced by the declaration of United States 
Senator Foraker, who declared that the 
year preceding a Presidential election is no 
year for nen-partisanship in cities.’”” [Ap-

Mitchell L. Erlanger, candidate for Sheriff 
on the Tammany ticket, followed briefly, 
indorsing the views of the previous speakers 
as to the partisan composition of the — 
ent administration and eulogizing the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Mayor. 

Ex-Senator John J. Delany brought the 
meeting to a close in a short speech which 
was enthusiastically received. He said in 
yart: 
arr The Fusion organization is constrained 
to establish one fact before it can make 
any claim to the right to administer_the 
government of the City of New York. That 
fact is, that it is non-partisan. If it is not, 
then it has failed ‘o make good a reason 
for its existence No matter what their 
professions may be, facts remain the same, 
and the situation which presents itself is 
simply this: 

‘ President Roosevelt has interfered In the 
local campaign as a supporter of the Fusion 
cause; Mr. Platt, the leader of the Repub- 
lican Party in this State, has, long before 
the convention of the Fusionists was held, 
declared his preference for the candidate for 
Mayor who was nominated by the conven- 
tion; Mr. Odell, the Republican Governor, 
hurried from Albany just as soon as it was 
learned that Mr. Grout and Mr. Fornes were 
inclined to accept an indorsement at the 
hands of the Democratic organization; Mr, 
Bruce, Chairman of the local Republican 
Committee, in language so denunciatory 
that it would be impossible for him to dis- 
guise his ill-will toward Democrats, de- 
clared that both Grout and Fornes should 
be removed from the ticket if they would 
accept a nomination from the Democratic 


Party. 

“Phe Republican Convention met first 
and registered the will of the boss of the 
Republican Party; the Fusion committee 
immediately afterward imitated the action 
of the Republican Convention, and re- 
echoed its sentiments.” 


WIGWAM OVERFLOW RALLY. 


Lack of Enthusiasm Noticeable in the 
Outdoor Crowds. 


Two score strohg-lunged Tammany spell- 
hurled three hours’ measure of 
out among the passing outdoor 
while the big rally was going on 

They talked from four stands, 
three in Fourteenth Street and one in 
Irving Place, and had a band scattered 
around between them. 

From a medium-sized crowd of a couple 
of thousand in the early evening, when 
many made their way through Fourteenth 
Street for a look at the wigwam with its 
big red sign well lighted up in front, the 
company that cared to hear what Demo- 
cratic orators had to say about Fusion 
dwindled to 1,500 in the first hour, then 
to 1,200, and then to a thousand, until an 
outpour of people from the hall above, be- 
tween acts, swelled the number and 
brought in a little enthusiasm until they 
went inside again.

WLAUGHLIN SEEKS — 
VAINLY FOR QUARTER 


McClellan Refuses to Spedk With- 
out Ticket Associates. 


Bainbridge Not Ready to Call Commit- 
tee Meeting at McCarren’s Demand 
—Thomas.F. Ryan’s Denial. 


Peace in Brooklyn with the least possi- 
ble humiliation to the Kings County Demo- 
cratic leaders was sought in vain yester- 
day by the Hewtenants of Hugh McLaugh- 
lin, in spite of the fact that John L. Shea, 
James Shevlin, and Bernard J. York were 
willing to talk almost any terms with the 
powers that vanquished them in the Dem- 
ocratic City Convention, and which have 
been backing State Senator Patrick H. Mc- 
Carren in his contest, which has resulted 
in taking a majority of the Assembly dis- 
trict leaders away from the McLaughlin 
control. 

No sooner had the arrangements been 
made yesterday by John L. Shea, Chair- 
man of the Kings County Executive Com- 
mittee and lieutenant of Hugh McLaugh- 
lin, for the initlal Brooklyn Democratic 
mass meeting at the Academy of Music 
next Tuesday, than Mr. Shea, accompanied 
by Arthur C. Salmon, came over to Man- 
hattan and went to the Bartholdi Hotel to 
invite Col. McClellan to speak. When 
Shea and Salmon got there McClellan was 
out at luneheon, but they saw John J. De- 
lany, who is in charge of the headquar- 
ters. Mr. Delany told them that he did not 
believe Col. McClellan would speak, unless 
the Kings County organization in the 
meantime consented to indorse Grout and 
Fernes. At this point Col. McClellan came 
in, and Mr. Shea then personally extended 
the invitation. 

“Is your meeting to be a McClellan meet- 
ing exclusively?"’ asked Col. McClellan, 
looking searchingly at Shea. 

“It is,’ said Mr. Shea. 

‘“‘Commissioner, do you mean that there 
will be no mention or indorsement of my 
associates on the ticket, Messrs. Grout and 
Fornes, at that meeting?’’ demanded Mc- 
Clellan. 

“I do,” replied Shea.. 

“Then I must most emphatically decline 
to attend, much less speak,’ said the 
Mayoralty nominee. ‘‘I can speak at no 
meetings that are not intended as ratifying 
and indorsing the entire ticket and at 
which Mr. Grout and Mr. Fornes would 
not be welcomed as speakers. Good day, 
gentlemen,” 

During the morning Senator McCarren 
personally went to Mr. Bainbridge, Kings 
County Committee Chairman, and presented 
the petition signed by 48 of the $10 mem- 
bers of the committee demanding that a 
meeting of the committee be called at 
headquarters for to-morrow night. Mr. 
Bainbridge admitted the legality of the pe- 
tition, and said that as more than thirty 
names were signed he would have to call 
the meeting. 

* Hcwever,” said Mr. Bainbridge, ‘‘ there 
is nething in the rules or constitution of 
the committee that says when I shall have 
to call this meeting, and as I have an ap- 
pointment out of town for Friday night I 
shall not call the meeting until Tuesday or 
Wednesday of next week."’ 

Senator MoCarren was not much dis- 
turbed when he heard of this. 

“Our petition called upon the Chairman 
to call this ay | under Section 5 of 
Article IIL of the laws and rules of the 
committee, and we are entitled to have the 
mecting so called,” said the Senator, “ If 
Mr, Batnbridge does not see fit to issue 
this call by to-morrow, we will ask Vice 
Chairman Bell to tssue the call, and guess 
we will get it all right, It simply shows 
that some people are fighting for time and 
are afraid to have a show-down of strength 
in the committee, The petition for the call 
platnly stated that the object was to be for 
considering a resolution for the indorse- 
ment of the full Democratic city ticket." 

During the day McLaughlin met Shea, 
Shevlin, and York, with those few of bis 
district leaders as are standing by him on 
the policy of non-indorsement of Grout and 
Fornes, and in their utterances for the pub- 
lic at least they disclaimed all thought of 
making terms. 

“Peace Is not to be considered now on 
any terms,"’ declared Mr. Shevlin, while 
almost in the same breath the official or- 
gan of the Willoughby Street organization, 
the Brooklyn Citizen, was out on the street 
with an article stating that the only leader 
who was still unwilling to clamber down 
from his position was Shevlin, and that 
* Shevlin is not the organization.”’ 

Prompt denials came during the day of 
the story circulated early to the effect that 
Thomas F., Ryan, William C. Whitney, and 
other big financial interests connected with 
street railways and lighting plants, were 
trying to straighten out the political tangle 
in the Democratic family, 

“So far as I am concerned, and I also 
speak for the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way and the men associated with its con- 
trol, there is absolutely no foundation for 
the statement that we have sought in any 
way to have anything to do with the polit- 
ical situation,’ said Mr. Ryan during the 
early evening. ‘As for the report that 
Messrs. Sheviin, Shea, and York came to 
my office yesterday, I will say that I never 
yet saw Mr. York or Mr. Shea, and that 
Mr. Shevlin and myself have not met in a 
year. Mr. McLaughiin I have not seen in 
twenty years. We have not figured at all 
in affairs political. and do not intend to do 
so. As far as the Metropolitan is con- 
cerned, we have no complaint against the 
present administration of the city, and do 
not wish to have it said that we are en- 
gaged in any political moves,”’ 

After denying the report in toto, Mr. Ryan 
took a personal view of the local situation, 

“Speaking only as a citizen,’ he said, 
‘“‘and as a citizen of Virginia not vo‘'ng in 
New York, I look upon the election in this 
city parety from the standpoint of national 
polities, and from that standpoint I want 
to see Col. McClellan elected, His election 
i believe will inspire the Democrats of the 
State and the Nation and will prevent the 
Republicans from fastening their control 
on New York State and the Federal Goy- 
ernment at Washington. It would inspire 
our partisans, and I know that Democrats 
from all over the country have their eves 
on New York. No Democrat has any rea- 
son to vote against McClellan, who should 
be elected on his record, and if the Demo- 
crats will stand together and vote the 
straight ticket their victory will be ac- 
claimed throughout the country." 

Anthony N. Brady, who was mentioned 
in connection with the peace negotiations, 
was out of the city, while sources of infor- 
mation close to August Belmont & Co. de- 
nied emphatically that Mr, Belmont was 
in any Way a party to any such action 
as was represented. It was stated on rea- 
sonable authority that Mr. Shevlin himself 
yad started the report so as to let his or- 
ganization and himself down easily. 

Sheriff Melody’s Fifth Assembly District 
organization met last night at the organi- 
zation clubrooms and carried out the pledge 
made by Leader Melody, indorsing the en- 
tire McClellan-Grout-Fornes ticket, thus 
making eleven of the twenty-one district 
leaders who already have had their clubs 
pass full indorsement resolutions, with 
three more district leaders having made 
promises to do so within the next few days. 

During the evening Bouck’s Fourth Dis- 
trict also swyng formally into line for 
McCarren, the leader's district organization 
meeting, and adopting resolutions indorsing 
the entire Democratic city ticket. 

Rumors were rife yesterday that Martin 
W. Littleton, the McLaughlin nominee for 
Borough President, would get off the ticket 
in the event of a truce between Mcbaugh- 
lin and the opposition, which Mr. Littleton 
terms Tammany. Last night was the end of 
the time Mr, Littleton or any one else had 
to file deciinations or resignations with the 
Bureau of Elections, and he did not file 
any. At midnight he was seen at his home 
at Hicks and Jerolomon Streets. 

“Tt could not continue as the candidate 
for Borough President unless I believed 
that the leaders who nominated Pe would 
act consistently,” said Mr. Littleton. “I 
am confident that they will not make 
terms with the enemy, but will continue 
their present stand. Therefore, I will con- 
tinue in the fight to the end, and fight 
along the present lines”’

BRUCE LECTURES LEADERS. 


Will Investigate Republican Inspectors 
Suspected of Being in League 
with Tammany. 


Fearing that there was laxity and a great 
lack of working spirit among certain mem- 
bers of the Republican County Committee, 
Chairman M. Linn Bruce yesterday after- 
noon took the whole committee to task and 
told the members he wanted results. It 
was intimated if such were not obtained 
there might be reason to ask for the of- 
ficial head of those who did not come up to 


the standard in registration and election 
work, 


Jt was even reported that members of the 
committee were under suspicion of being in 
league with Tammany Hall because of the 
finding of two so-called Republican Inspect- 
ors who, though officiating apparently to 
balance the real Tammany Inspectors in 
the Election Board, were also Tammany 
men. But that there was treachery in the 
ranks or that he had charged it Chairman 
Bruce would not admit. 

It has been discovered that several in- 
spectors for the Republican organization 
are enrolled as Democrats. Chairman 


Bruce, while admitting last night that these 
discoveries had been made, said that he 
was convinced in some of the cases at least 
that the Republicanism of the inspectors 
was above question. How these errors came 
to be made, however, Mr. Bruce was at a 
loss to explain. Discussing the fact that 
two men who were well known as Tam- 
many men had been acting as Republican 
inspectors, Mr. Bruce said: 

‘**This is an outrageous piece of business, 
A number of complaints have come to me 
of-a similar nature, and to every one I 
pay personal attention. The leader in the 
district from which these allegations come

© the point blank question as to how 
such a situation could come about, Chair- 
man Bruce answered: ‘*‘ You may answer 
that question to suit yourself." The only 
excuse he assigned later was of mistakes 
in enrollment. If the aecused inspectors 
be found not the subject of error it is said 
that each such inspector will be at once 
removed and the leader responsible for his 
appointment told some plain things. 

Chairman Bruce made it plain that he 
wanted straight work tf the members of 
the election boards. “I'll not shield a sin- 
gie Republican who may be charged with 
a work in the election booths,” he 
said. ‘Every Inspector, Democratic or 
Republican, who violates the law will be 
punished if he is found out. And I shall 
take special pains to find him out.”

NEW USE FOR ACETYLENE GAS. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Consul General 
Guenther, in a report dated at Frankfort, 
Germany, Aug. 19, says: 

“The Cologne Gazette states that the pe- 
culiar property of caicium carbide of rapid- 
ly developing acetylene gas, when brought 
in contact with water, has led to its utiliza- 


tion as an effective means for raising and 
sinking submarine boats, The boat is sup- 
plied with an ordinary gas generator and a 
o— tank, whose contents serve as bal- 
ast. 

‘The upper part of the tank is connected 
with the gas reservoir of the generator by 
a pipe, so that gas can escape into the tank. 
The tank and the generator have pipes at 
the bottom opening into the sea water. The 
upper parts have vertical pipes for the es- 
cape of the gas. 

“If the reservoirs (the tank and the res- 
ervoir of the erator) are filled with 
water the boat sinks. 

“After the introduction of a carbide 
cartridge into the gas generator an im- 
mense quantity of gas is formed at cnce, 
which forces the water through the lower 

ipe into the sea. After opening the cock 
n the connecting pipe, the gas enters the 
tank and fills it by forcing out ihe water. 
The boat now rises to the surface, re- 
maining there until the gas is allowed to 
escape from both reservoirs, which causes 
them to be again filled by sea water. 

‘If the boat has sunk deeper than de- 
sired, the introduction of a_ sufficiently 
large carbide cartridge into the generator 
will make the boat rise to the proper level. 
The apparatus is quite simple and works 
reliably, doing away with air and water 
pumps.,”’ 


WESTERN FREIGHT BLOCKADE.

Local raiiroad officials are directing their 
attention to the congestion of freight grow- 
ing out of a car shortage, as well as the 
lack of sufficient motive power. Traffic 
officials of the Illinois Central have held 
several conferences during the last few 
days relative to this matter, with a view to 
arriving at some plan to check the abuses 

nd inconveniences which have hampered 
he roads and the shippers.

Representative Wachter and ais friends 
allege that Senator McComas was not loyal 
to the Republican local ticket {n Baltimyre 
last Fali, when Mr. Wachter was a can- 
didate for Mayor of that city, and that in 
consequence of this opposition Wachter 
Was defeated. Representative Mudd and 
Senator McComas are also in open warfare, 
and both Mudd and Wachter are bitterly 
opposed to the re-election of McComas to 
the Senate, as is Representative Jackson. 

The opponents of McComas declare hat 
he cannot be chosen Senator even if the 
Republicans carry the Legislature, and 
because there will be a sufficient number 
cf anti-McComas candidates elected who 
will not support him. In view of this teel- 
ing it has been urged that McComas 
should make a declaration that he wili not 
be a candidate for re-election, and this 
View of the case has been presented to the 
President. 

Ex-Gov. Lowndes and ex-Postmaster 
General Gary were with the President a 
few days ago to talk over the situation 
and if possible devise means by which 
harmony might be restored. It 1s under- 
stood they incline to the opinion that the 
retirement of McComas from the con‘tcst 
for Senator would remove the danger that 
threatens Republican success next month. 

Senator McComas and Representatives 
Wachter and Jackson were at the White 
House to-day, but did not come in com- 
pany. It is said Wachter exhibited docu- 
mentary evidence to establish that the Sen- 
ator had not been loyal to the Republican 
ticket in Baltimare last year. 

There have been reports published io the 
effect that McComas would be fcrced to 
abandon his efforts for re-election, and it 
has also been alleged that the P.esident 
had requested him in the interest of har- 
mony to take that step. In regard to :his 
report Senator McComas said to-day: 

“The President has honored me with 
his personal friendship for fifteen years, 
und even if he had been the opposite vf 
my friend he would not have made any 
such suggestion as this. He never did ask 
me to withdraw, he never could have done 
sO, and of course he will never do so. 

“If you have noticed the Maryland re- 
turns you will see that eight out of ten 
nominees of the me tray Party all over 
the State are friendly to my re-election.” 

In the interyiews to-day the President 
Save both sides to understand that he was 
not interested in the success of individuals, 
and it was not correct to say that he either 
tavored or opposed Senator McComas. 

What he desired was Republican success 
in Maryland, and if that should be defeated 
through factienal quarrels those concerned 
would be held responsible. The quarrels of 
individuals should not be permitted to bring 
defeat to the party at a time when so much 
a ae toy upon success. 

Wachter and Jackson, like McComas, 
were satisfied with the result of the inter- 
view with the President. They all agree it 
is important the Republican candidates 
shall be elected, and Wachter is especially 
pleased with the discovery that the Presi- 
dent does not favor the re-election of Mc- 
Comas as against any other Republican. 

“We are glad to know,” said Mr. Jack- 
son, “‘that the Presidént has never ex- 
pressed himself in favor of this or that 
man for the Senate, and that what he de- 
sires is the election of a Republican Gov- 
ernor and ef a Republican Senator. That 
is just what we want, too.” 

But Mr, Jackson did not explain that 
while they want a Republican Governor 
ani Senator elected they do not want Mr. 
McComas, and are doing their best to pre- 
vent his re-election. The Republican can- 
didates who will have the support of 
Wachter and other anti-McComas men in 
certain a legislative districts, are 
running wi the erstanding that they 
will not support McComas for the Senate. 

Democrats are quite confident they 
will elect their candidate for Governor and 
secure a majority in the Legislature on 
joint ballot. The chances are believed to 
fayor their success, but there is an ele- 
ment of danger in the campaign which is 
causing the leaders disturbance. 

There is a factional fight among the Dem- 
ocrats somewhat similar to that which is 
disturbing the Republicans. Senator Gor- 
man favors the election of Gov. Smith to 
the Senate, and there is a considerable 
number of influential Democrats who pre- 
fer other men, among the favorites being 
Isidor Rayner of Baltimore, one of the 
ablest men and most podlished orators in 
the State. Rayner is making a vigorous 
campaign. 

While this contest among Democrats is 
marked ®y factional lines there is not in it 
that bitter personal feeling that character- 
izes the fight in the Republican camp. If 
the Democrats secure a majority in the 
Legislature, it is believed they will get to- 
gether on a man for Senator, but in case 
of the Republicans with a majority in the 
Legislature there ts likelihood that the 
anti-McComas men would carry their gp- 
position to the extent of preventing an 
election unless another candidate should be 
presented.

NOT SEEKING PARKS’S MEN. 


Iron League Members Deny Statement 
of Housesmiths’ Union—Gompers’s 
Plea Too Late. 


At the meeting of the Board of Building 
Trades yesterday a statement regarding 
the Housesmitnhs and Bridgemen’s Union 
was given out officially, which until con- 
tradicted caused a stir at the headquarters 
of the Employers’ Association. 

It was to the effect that President J. M. 
Cornell of the Iron League had sent to 
Local No. 2, Parks’s union, for forty mem- 
bers to go to work without the preliminary 
of signing the arbitration agreement, Simi- 
lar,requests, it was stated, were made by 
Charles A. Cowen for iron workers on a 
buirding in Forty-seventh Street, near 
Sixth Avenue, and by the managers of the 
Hay foundry in Newark. 

President Cornell of the Iron League, 
when seen last night, said that the report 
Was an unmitigated falsehood. Not a man 
Was at work or could be employed who 
did not sign the arbitration agreement. 

“ This statement was made probably,” he 
said, ‘“‘because of the large number of 
members of Local No. 2 who are working 
for my firm en a Washington Street job. 
These men all seceded from Local No. 2, 
and every one of them who appiied for 
work had to sign the arbitration agree- 
ment before he could work. They are em- 
ployed apart from the other men, and will 
join the new union.’ 

E. R. Milliken of Milliken Brothers, the 
largest firm of iron manufacturers in the 
city, said that instead of seeking men they 
had too many men. 

Charles A. Cowen was angry at the state- 
ment that he Yad sought Parks men. He 
said that under no circumstances would he 


employ any man who had not signed the |

e agreement. He further said 
that the iron was furnished on a contract 
on Thirty-third Street, and he had sent 
the men to two other contracts in order 
not to lay them off. 

The Press Committee of ihe Employers’ 
Association yesterday issued a statemen: 
in reply to the address to the unions by 
President Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. It said in part: 

*“ While we should commend Mr Gomp- 
ers’s good judgment in advising the out- 
standing organizations to adopt the arbi- 
tration agreement, it would have been far 
greater wisdom on his part if he had 
studied the plan last July and at that time 
advised the men to do what he now urges 
them to do. By that course he might have 
saved months of idleness and great loss 
both to the men and the employers. So far 
as disbanding the new unions is concerned, 
that, of course, is out of the question. The 
men in the new unions were forced to or- 
ganize to protect themselves against ob- 
structionists, These men are now at work 
under the arbitration plan, and are well 
satisfied.’’

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MR, CLEVELAND ON THE 
EVILS OF THE TIME 


Warns Americans of Cankers 
Which Threaten Nation’s Life. 


VAST GROWTH OF CORRUPTION 


Exaltation of Wealth the Death Knell of 
Other Republics—Unequal Distri- 
bution of Prosperity. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—In a speech on ‘“‘ Good 
Citizenship ’’ at the annual banquet of the 
Commercial Club at the Auditorium Hotel 
to-night, ex-President Grover Cleveland 
vigorously arraigned certain tendencies of 
the time. 

He warned his hearers against being led 
by a confiding trust in the greatness of the 
American eagle to believe that that eagle 
can weather any storm. 

He declared that official corruption had 
grown from small beginnings until it had 
reached “frightful proportions of male- 
volence.”’ 

He reminded his hearers that in other 
republics the pretense that ‘‘ national splen- 
dor built upon the showy ventures of spec- 
ulative wealth”’ is a badge of success has 
preceded the doom of popular rule. 

He asserted that the masses had been in- 
vited “‘in the bare subsistence of their 
scanty homes,’’ to rejoice in the prosperity 
to which this dangerous meaning had been 
given. The result, he said, had been “a 
dissatisfied insistence upon a better distri- 
bution of our vaunted prosperity,’’ and it 
had found its worst socilabectntion in ** the 
apparently incorrigible dislocation the 
proper rclations between 
ital.”’ 

His remedy for these evils, which he de- 
clared to be “with steady, 
growth, threatening our safety and Na- 
tional life,” was a reawakening of the old 
American spirit of simplicity, equality, and 
respect for law, and he urged his hearers 
to take an active and continuous part in 
public affairs, to become politicians, and to 
rescue that word from its “ prostitution to 
a sinister use.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland said: 


“I am certain that it is not necessary to 
assure you of the pleasure it affords me to 
meet the members of the Commercial Club 
of Chicago. You must know, as well as it 
you were told a thousand times, that it is 
not in human nature to be less than de- 
lighted by your open-handed hospitality and 
hearty greeting. ; 

*-I do not know that my pleasure is at all 
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diminished by the fact that I have reached | 


you only after repeated inability to accept 
prior invitations, since I am to understand 
in a most emphatic way that my failures to 
accept your hospitality in the past have not 
fatigued your courtesy and friendship. 
deed, I hope my frankness will be excused 
when I say that my complete enjoyment is 
alloyed at this moment only by the chills 
and quakes of speechmaking. 


“ Even in this predicament I find comfort | 


in the thought that the ordeal will soon be 
over, and I have reached a sort of peaceful 
composure by steeling myself against my 
own embarrassment and your disappoint- 
ment. 

“As I understand my situation, I am 
under bonds to keep the peace if possible, 
by eschewing politics in the few words I 
shall speak to-night, and I hope I may 
fulfill the condition of my, bond and avoid 
disturbing those most suspicious of my 
conduct if I deal with that old, old topic, 
American good citizenship. 

“There is danger that my subject is so 
familiar and so trite as to lack interest. 
This does not necessarily result 
want of appreciation of the importance of 
good citizenship, nor from a denial of the 


duty resting upon every American to be a } 


good citizen. 


“ There is, Rowever, abroad in our land a ! 
| dread of sadder developments yet to come. 


self-satisfied and perfunctory notion that 
we do all that is required of us in this direc- 
tion when we make profession of our faith 
in the creed of good citizenship and abstain 
from the commission of palpably unpatri- 
otic sins. This belief is inevitably the par- 
ent of a sort of self-righteous contentment, 
which leads us on quite.well under the di- 
rection of those who make political activity 
their occupation. 

“For ourselves, we are good, quiet, re- 
spectable and inoffensive citizens, and we 
are not politicians. We ought not to be 
badgered and annoyed by the preaching 


set of men who continually urge upon us 
the duty of active and affirmative partici- 
pation in public affairs. 

“Why should we be charged with neg- 
lect of political obligations? We go to the 
polls on election day, when not too busy 
with other things, and vote the ticket our 
party managers have prepared for us.

*“Our Government was made by patriotic, 
unselfish, sober-minded men, for the con- 
trol of-protection of a patriotic, unselfish, 
and sober-minded people. It is suited to 
such a people; but for those who are sel- 
fish, corrupt, and unpatriotic, it is the 
worst government on earth. It is so con- 
structed that it needs, for its successful 
operation, the constant care and guiding 
hand of the people's abiding faith and love; 
and not only is this unremitting guidance 
necessary to keep our National mechanism 
true to its work, but the faith and love 
which prompt it are the best safeguards 
ageinst selfish citizenship. 

‘Give to pur people something that will 
concentrate their common affection and 
solicitous care—and let that be their coun- 
try’s good; give them a purpose that stim-

“I speak of the corruption of our suf- 
open and notorious; of the buying 
and selling of political places for money, 
the purchase of political favors and privi- 
leges, and the traffic in official duty for 
personai gain. These things are confessed- 
ly common. 

“Every intelligent man knows that they 
have grown from small beginnings until

“‘If our business men in their hard strug- 
gles for accumulation will remember these 
things and admit their country’s weal to a 
share in their struggles; if our scholars and 
educators will not only tedch patriotism, 
but will emerge from theoretical contem- 
plation and give proof by their example 
that their lessons mean practical care for 
their country, and if in every way possible 
our people are reminded of the value of 
the Government they hold for themselves 
and in trust for their children, and are 
stimulated to intelligent activity. in its pro- 
tection, we may confidently look for the 
conditions and results treasured up in a 
Divine purpose and _ prophesied through 
faith in God at our Nation’s birth. 

*“*In the day when all shadows shall have 
passed away, end when good citizenship 
shall have made sure the safety, perman- 
ence, and happiness of our Nation, how 
small will appear the strifes of selfishness 
in our civic life, and how petty will seem 
the machinations of degraded politics. 

“ There shall be set over against. them in 
that time a reverent sense of co-operation 
in heaven’s plans for our people's great- 
ness, and the joyous pride of standing 
among those who in the comradeship of 
American good citizenship have so 
tected and defended our heritage of self- 
government that our treasures are safe in 
the citadel of patriotism, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor steal.”

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BISHOP HENDRIGK ARRIVES 


Will Give Pope’s Cap to Gen. Tracy | 


Before Going to Cebu. 


He and Brother, Likewise Honored by 
Pius X., Were Threatened with Be- 
ing Thrown Into Vesuvius’s 
Crater. 


Set upon by Italian brigands and forced 
to pay a heavy “toll,” with the alternative 
of being thrown into Vesuvius; “ held up” 
again by customs officials at the White 
Star Line pier, and finally enthusiastically 
récelved-by scores of public men and clergy 
are some of the experiences of Bishop 
Thomas F. Hendrick of Rochester, N. Y., 
who arrived here yesterday morning on the 
Gceanic, since the day of his consecration 
in the church of the White Nuns at Rome 
a8 Bishop of Cebu in the Philippines. The 
new Bishop was pastor of a parish in 
Hochester, N. Y., when summoned to Rome 
by the lAte Pope Leo XIII., and was on his 
Way there when that Pontiff expired. He 
Was consecrated by Cardinal Satolli Aug. 3L 

“ What odds! we are here, safe and sound, 
thank God!" Bishop Hendrick remarked at 
the Hotel Manhattan. He would not speak 
of his brief ‘‘ hold-up ”’ by the customs offi- 
clais, nor of his experience in the Italian 
mountains, but his brother, Mgr. Hendrick, 
recently made Domestic Prelate by Pope 
Pius X., told of their exciting experience 
With Itallans whom they had hired 
guides. 
overlooking the Vesuvian crater, told them 
that they should pay more toll, or “ take 
& tumble into the crater."’ 

“It was a-pure case of hold«up,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Hendrick. The toll demanded 
was paid. The guides showed, as an ex- 
cuse, documents purporting to be official 
grants giving them permission to collect 
this toll, but which is a ransom pure and 
simple. 

On reaching the White Star Line plier 
yesterday morning, the new Bishop’s 
splendid, vestments and golden crozier, 
mitre, chalices, pectoral cross, and a com- 
plete cappa magna packed in a portman- 
teau for use in missionary districts, were 
held to be dutiable by the custom officlals. 
Bishop Hendrick was of the opinion that 


they should have been passed free of duty 
because they were church property. Dep- 
uty Coliector Williams, however, said that 
they were a]! dutiabie, but it is hinted that 
the Bishop won out, es the Bishop's. vest- 
ments were taken away by some of his 
friends. The Government officials declared 
the case was settled on 
terms. 

Bishop Hendrick was met at the pier by 
Peter A. Hendrick and several other broth. 
ers, one of whom is United States Consul 
in Canada. Bishop Hendrick is ‘a Repub- 
ican and a personal friend of President 
Roosevelt. 

“I do not go to the Philippines as the 
personal representative of President Roose- 
Velt’s policy, as has been stated,’’ declared 
Bishop Hendrick, *“‘ but I shall not be loath 
to —— out that eg as I believe it to 
be a Christian one. resident Roosevelt 
told me before I, left for Rome that his 
Policy in the new possessions was purely 
and wholly one of. justice fo every human 
being there. Every man to be protected, 
every man to be ee his rights. That is 
what I call a Christian policy. 

“I shall go to my old rish in Rochester 
for a few days, then to Washington. I am 
anxious to get to my charge at the earliest 
possible moment, and shal! lose no time.”

BITUMINOUS SCHEDULE OFF. 


Trade Agreement Laid Aside Because of | 


Summer Cutting In Prices. 


All standard prices of bituminous coal are 
off and each producer is now free to sell 
as he pleases, unhampered by trade agree- 
ments of any kind, except in the case of 
‘‘all-rail”’ business, This is the result of 
action taken at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Bituminous Association 
held in this city within the last day or two. 
The session was secret and the exact date 
and place of holding it have not been dis- 
cloged, but the decision to abrogate the 
schedule of prices upon all coal sent to 
tidewater for shipment became quite gen- 
erally known in the trade yesterday. 

Clearfield grades of bituminous coal have 
been selling for two or three months at 


$2.50 to $2.60 per ton, free on board, at New 

York shipping ports. At.other ports, such 

as Philadelphia and Boston, similar low 

perees have prevailed since early in the 
ummer. These figures indicate a decline 

of fully $1 per ton since the schedule was 

nee ted at a meeting of the association last 
ring. 

ndependent dealers, it is said, started the 
cutting and they were followed by mem- 
bers of the association. There is no legal 
obligation for the members to accept the 
official schedule, but they have been bouné 
by a “gentlemen's agreement.”’ 

For weeks the bituminous market has 
been in a semi-demoralized condition.

$850,000 in Excess of Estimate.

WEST ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 14.—An ac- 
counting has been filed with the Surrogate 
of Essex County of the estate of the late 
Oliver S. Carter of West Orange, which 
shows that Mr. Carter left a personal 
estate of $2,697,806.99. 

Carter was President of the Bank of 
the Republic of New York, a well-known 
importer—member of the firm of Carter, 
Macy & Co.—besides being a Director in 
many financial institutions. The inveritory 
does not deal with the real estate of the 
deceased millionaire, who had large hold- 
ings. Much of the properiy is embraced 
by the stock of many New York banks. 

The executors, Isis Potter Carter, his 
wife; George B. Phelps, Jr., and George H. 
Macy, have paid to legateas, widow, &c., 
as a partial distribution of legacies $5238,- 
608.22, making a total disbursement of 
5506. 580.77 and leaving a balance on hand 
of $2,151, 

This accounting is a surprise to many, 
becausé shortly after Mr. Carter's death the 
executors placed a conservative estimate 
of the personal estate, fixing it at $1,$46,- 
128.35.

5,496 LIBRARY BOOKS STOLEN. 


Carnegie Gifte Likely to Largely In- 
crease Cost of Maintaining Public 
Reading Institution. 


The Trustees*of the New York Public 
Library held their regular monthly meeting, 
the first since the Summer vacation, yester- 


day afternoon at the Astor Building, La- 
fayette Place. 

Among the gifts announced was a collec- 
tion of some 800 volumes and pamphlets 
relating to the history of British India, re- 
ceived from the office of the Secretary of 
State of the Indlan Empire. In the collec- 
tion were copies of the first departmental 
report and of the first census. There was 
also a collection received of fifty-six vol- 
umes and pamphlets from the Congo Free 
State, some of them in native languages. 

The numbers of readers and visitors that 
have visited the two reference library were 
167,078, the Astor Library receiving 115,- 
114 and the Lenox 654,559—an increase of 
3,915 at the Astor and 747 at the Lenox. 

The volumes received on the accession 
catalogue were 381,325 in number--16,G82 
purchases or duplicate exchanges and 14,- 
(43 gifts. Catalogued au.*ug the -ear were 
52.330 volum€s and 35,083 pamphlets, which 
required 126,870 cards. In the document 
department 10,721 documents of public at- 
fairs were received. 

The Director notes the consolidation of 
the New York Public Library with the 
Aguilar Free Library, and the New York 
Free Circulating Library for the Blind. The 
former brcught a collection of 87,790 books 
and a three-story building on East. One 
Hundred and Tenth Street, and the latter 
1,049 volumes and 492 pieces of music for 
the blind in several varieties of type, chief- 
ly the Moon and the New York point. 

Of the eighteen branch libraries in the 
department, the Director reports, eight 
occupy their own buildings, nine are rent- 
ed. ne, the Library for the Blind, has 
quarters free in the parish house of 8t. 
Agnes's Chapel. 

The Yorkville branch, which was the first 
of the branches to step into a Carnegie 
home, at 222 East Seventy-ninth Street, 
has Increased the number of readers from 
12,339 to 49,600, with an increased circula- 
tion of 58,000 books over the 179,722 dis- 
tributed the year before. 

The Director notes that if the increase 
there is a forecast of the result of the Car- 
negie gift it will greatiy increase the cost 
of administration, although the cost per 
capita will be less.

IN A LONG SESSION 


United Railways of San Francisco 
Bond Issue the Question. 


Zimmermann and Forshay Controversy 
Gone Over at Length—No Announce- 
ment as to Conclusion Reached 
After Hearing Testimony. 


The Governors of the New York Stock 
Exchange held a session for nearly six 
. hours after the close of the Exchange yes- 
terday afternoon, adjourning shortly be- 
fore 9 o'clock. The usual listing of securi- 
ties was attended to, but fully five hours 
of the meeting were devoted to hearing 
witnesses and then consulting over some 
matter between two or more Stock Ex- 
change. houses. 

The matter dealt with was the old dis- 
pute between Messrs, Zimmermann & F< 
shay and E. & C. Randciph, and other 
houses over last year’s dealings in the 
bondsof the United Railways of San Fran- 
cisco.

It was variously con- 
jectured that it was a complaint of Zim- 
mermann & Forshay against E. & C. Ran- 
dolph for failure to make good their con- 
tracts; that it was a complaint of the Ran- 
dolph firm against Zimmermann & For- 
shay, charging that they had obtained the 
bonds in San Francisco and brought them 
on to create the cause of trouble, and that 
the parties to the issue had all agreed to 
ask the Governors for a ruling, as arbi- 
trators, f 

At least half a dozen firms besides Zim- 
mermann & Forshay were parties to the 
qvarrel in the first place. The presence of 
Yimmermanr & Forshay and the Randolphs 
vuly made it look as if only one case ha 
heen brought before the Governors for 
jucication, the others to be settled by 
Gecision in this one. oe 

The controversies arising 
transactions in the bonds of 
Railways of San Francisco while these 
bonds were being dealt in on the curb be- 
jore their admission to the Stock Exchange 
have resulted in a number of suits and 
counter suits A long time ago an effort 
Was made by some of “the house s interested 
im the matter to have-the question settied 
hy the Governing Committee of the Stock 
Icxchange, but at that time the Governors 
refused to take cognizance of the dispute 

The point in dispute was whether the 
issue of part of an issue of securities sold, 

‘if as and when issued,” was sufficient 
ground for a demand that all such con- 
tracts in the given security be carried out 
immediately. In this particular instance 
the present situation arose from the sale 
of a large amount of the bonds of the 
United Railways of San Francisco “if as 
and when issued,” and the subsequent 
“buying in” of these contracts by Zim- 
mermann & Forshay after Brown Broth- 
ers & Co. had issued part of the bonds, 
principally, it was said, to a syndicate in 
San Francisco, but beforé the full 
ef the bonds had generally distributed 
them in this market. 

Most of the transactions,.upon which an 
nadjudication is now sought, were made in 
the Spring of 1902 in the outside market. 
Under the plan of consolidation of the San 
Francisco street railways, managed by 
Brown Brothers & Co., the new company 
was to issue $37,275,000 of 4 per cent. bonds,

$15,275,000 of these bonds were issued to re- 
tire bonds of the old street railway com- 
panies, and in addition $5,000,000 were Is- 
sued to bankers in San Francisco, it was 
said, leaving $15,000,000 still to be issued, 
On the folowihg day or within a few days 
thereafter Zimmermann & Forshay demand-

On Feb. 2 of this year the balance of 
these bonds were distributed to the mem- 
bers of the underwritimg syndicate, and in 
this way passed into the hands of the va- 
rious firms who had sold the bonds to Zim- 
mermann & Forshay and who had been 
bought in by them. These houses, or some 
of them, then presented the bonds to Zim- 
mermann & Forshay, but the delivery was 
not accepted on the ground that the bonds 
had long since been bought in to cover the

DR. PARKER'S DEER HUNT 


Maine Said to be After Brooklyn 
Dentist with Warrants. 


Charges Illicit Venison Was Traced to 
His Camp, and That He Made a Fire 
Without State’s Consent. 


If Clinton B, Parker, D. D. 8., of 167 
Remsen Street, Brooklyn, who is of record 
as a hunter of big game, visits Maine he 
is likely to receive the attention of the local 
authorities. In the Kennebec Journal of 
Oct. 9 it was stated that, at the instance 
of the Maine Commissioners of Inland 
Fisheries and Game, of whom Leroy T. 
Carleton is Chairman, two warrants have 
been issugd against Dentist Parker, who in 
the Stat@ of Maine is known as Dr. Parker 
—one for camping and kindling fires upon 
wild lands without’ being in charge of a 
licensed guide, and the other for killing 
deer in close season, while he was stopping 
at the Douglas Deer Pond camp last month. 

Part of the story of the circumstances of 
the outing of Dentist Parker was told /in 
Forest and Stream in its issue of Sept. 19. 
It said in substance that the Game Com- 
missioners, on information that deer had 
been killed out of season at the camps, ‘sent 
Detective Leighton there. He played his 
part so well that he stumbled across illicit 
venison which was taken to George Doug- 
lass’s place, where Dentist Parker was 
stopping, and reported that he found every~ 
body with knowledge that deer were killed 
in violation of law. The report, according 
to Forest and Stream, continues: 

Gus Douglass and I had a chat regarding 
shooting deer. He said: 
trouble here. Of course, we do not mean to 
waste the game, but so long as we get only 
what we need in the camp there is no trouble."’ 
Il asked him if it would be safe for me to shoot 
a deer; that I did not want to get to jail while 
in Maine. He thought by using caution I would 
be all right; that if a deer or partridge bit and 
abused me, I must not come to him with any 
complaint. To-night Gus and the doctor have 
gone out on the road toward ‘‘ King and Bart- 
lett.’"" Gus has a bag and probably they have 
gone after venison. Waited for their return un- 
til 11 o'clock, but did not see them. We had 
partridge for supper, 

Dentist Parker Sept. 23 wrote 
editor of Forest and Stream, saying: 

**1 wish to make a positive denial of the 
accusation there stated as well as the in- 
sinuation of the Game Warden that I was 
‘probably’ after venison.”’ 

When Dentist Parker was seen last night 
at his home he was exclamatory, but chary 
of explanation. He did not know of the Is- 
suing of the warrants, and when told of 
them said: ‘ Malicious! Piece of black- 
mail!"’ Then he declined to say more than: 

‘*My denial in Forest and Stream must, 
for the present, suffice. My word is as 
good as my bond.” 

As to the charges on which the warrants 
were issued, he characterize od each as 

‘positive falsehood,’’ but would not ex- 
plain on what act of his they Engst have 
been based. Finally he said, declining to 
be more circumstantial, that the situation 
would be cleared up within thirty days by 
® suit to be started by him and friends in 
this State and one in Maine. He added 
that any information about the suits would 
prejudice interests other than his own. He 
would give no explanation of his assertion: 
“ ‘The man who started this suit spent sev- 
eral months in jail, and will shortly prob- 
ably return there.” 

Information from Maine is that requisi- 
tion papers may be issued for Dentist 
Parker. Involved in the report of the de- 
tective who found fIillicit venison at the 
Douglass camp were Douglass and Frederic 
H, White, a student, who were arrested 
Douglass was fined $100 and Mr. White 
was released on his pledge to leave the 
camp and resume his studies at college. 
As he failed to keep his promise, a warrant 
has been issued against him by Commis- 
sioner Le ighton.

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JOCKEY KILLED IN A RACE, 


Frank Miller Met Death While Riding 
Clytie at Brighton Beach. 


The first fatal.accident of the metropoli- 
tan racing season occurred at the Brigh- 
ton Beach race course yesterday afternoon, 
when in: the sixth and last race of the 
day’s programme, run about 4:40 o'clock, 
Jockey Frank Miller was thrown from the 
horse he was riding and was jumped on 
by another horse in the contest, and so 
injured that he died on the racing asso- 
ciation’s grounds fifteen minutes later. 
The rider, who regularly was employed by 
William Becket, had the mount on the 
two-year-old filly Clytie, owned by Benja- 
min Eckert, one of eighteen horses that 
ran for a purse at six furlongs, for maiden 
two-year-olds, or two-year-olds that had 
never won a race. The start was made out 
of the chute at the head of the back 
stretch, 
for the large field, and a quarter of a 
mile had been covered by the horses when 
the mishap occurred. Clytie, who was one 
of the extreme outsiders in. the contest, 
and who started at odds of 100 to 1, had 
been outrun to that point, which is just 
before the turn connecting the front and 
back stretches, and was straggling with 
half a dozen other horses in the rear, 

The first cause of the accident was 
Sonoma Belle, another filly, ridden by the 
lightweight boy Furman, who also was 
back in the crowd and who _ swerved 
through the field as her rider tried to force 
her forward. Sonoma Belle jostled against 
other horses and was thrown off her stride 
and fell with Furman, who at once scram- 
bled to his feet and got out of the way of 
the straggling horses that were nearest 
to him. Sonoma Belle was down just in 
front of Clytie, and Miller had no chance 
to pull around her. Clytie stumbled over 
Sonoma Beile, and pitenes Miller over her 
head, the rider striking the ground in ad- 
vance of the trailers of the field. Miller 
seemed to be stunned, as the other jockeys 
say he made no effort to rise, and only 
rolled over, with his face upturned. Then 
it was that he received the injury that 
caused his death, one of the horses behind 
the crowd galloping over him and jumping 
on his chest. 

Miller was taken into the offices of the 
racing association. There it was found 
that his chest had been crushed in when 
the horse jumped on him, and that he was 
on the point of death from internal hemor- 
rhage. As Miller was known to be of the 
Roman Cathliic faith, a priest was called 
for, and one was found in the crowd of race- 
poers then departing from the track. A 
minute or two later Miller was dead. The 
accident caused but little excitement &mong 
the spectutors, as a large part of the crowd 
left the race course before it was known 
that a rider had been fatally hurt.

On 
July 2 he said he was in a saloon at Sev- 
enth Avenue and Ferty-first Street, New 
York, when Thompson, the manager of 
Bennet’s hotel there, asked him if he would 
go to New Jersey for @ couple of days, as a 
man named Lamar was in trouble and his 
wife was afraid to stay alone. Eastman 
said that Brown, Harry Lewis, Abraham 
Klein, and others were invited to go to New 
Jersey with him. 

At Oceanic, on July 4, they were intro- 
duced by Thompson to Lamar, who hired 
them to guard the house. They guarded 
the house the night of July 5, and wers 
assisted by two local ren named Kelly and 
Breenbaum. On the morning of July 6 


they returned to Oceanic, and later in the 
day Lamar came there and discharged 
them from further duty. On the morning 
ot July 7 he and his companion were driven 
by Dunphy, Lamar’s new coachman, to the 
house of McMahon's brother-in- law, Tay- 
lor, on High Street, where McMahon wis 
stopping. ‘heir object in going there was 
to scare McMahon s0 that he and his 
friends would keep away from Lamar’s 
house and not frighten Mrs. Lamar. On 
July 8 they went to Coney Island, where 
they registered at the American House.

OUR INTERESTS IN THE FAR EAST. 


A singular “ communication” to a bu- 
reau of foreign correspondence in Lon- 
don professes to proceed, and we make 
no doubt actually proceeds, from the 
Japanese Embassy in that capital. Ac- 
cording to this version of the Japanese 
position: 


Nothing that Russia may do in Manchu- 
ria will be made a casus belli by Japan. 
Russia is under pledge to the United States 
to begin the evacuation of Manchuria. Now 
that it is evident that she has no intention 
to fulfill her promise, any aggressive action 
by Japan might furnish Russia with a pre- 
text for her failure to keep her agreement. 
Japan has no intention of doing anything 
that would relieve Russia from the embar- 
rassment of her position toward the United 
States Government. 


No well-informed American, we sup- 
pose, that is to say, no American who 
has followed with attention the proceed- 
ings of the Powers with respect to China 
Since the murder of the German Minister 
at Peking, has had any notion that Ja- 
pan would fight Russia for not evacu- 
ating Manchuria. Undoubtedly there is 
a very bitter feeling in Japan on account 
of the Russian occupation. Because 
precisely the position which Russia has 
obtained in Manchuria as the result of a 
series of subterfuges and false pretenses 
is the position which Japan demanded 
there as the result of a successful war 
with China. It was Russia which inter- 
vened to rob Japan of this fruit of her 
victory, and which induced France and 
Germany to intervene with her. If Rus- 
sia had intervened alone, the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan would probably 
have taken place at that time. But the 
combination was too strong for Japan, 
especially since Great Britain, which had 
the interest of the chief trading nation 
in the Far East, stood aloof and permit- 
ted Japan to stand alon in favor of the 
“open door ’”’ which had been the British 
demand in those parts. Now, Russia 
has probably made herself impregnable, 
at least “inexpugnable,”’ in Manchuria 
against Japan. A Japanese invasion of 
Manchuria for the purpose of driving 
Russia out would be, in a military sense, 
amad scheme. There is not and there 
has not been any reason to believe that 
the shrewd military advisers of the Mi- 
kado have counseled such a step or pre- 
pared for it. 

The communication goes on to say 
that “any movement in the direction of 
the Korean peninsula by Russia will be 
resisted to the uttermost by Japan." 
That is perfectly intelligible. While the 
Japanese resentment of the Russian ac- 
tion in Manchuria is deep and bitter, 
Japan must recognize that there is really 
nothing for her to do about it. More- 
Over, the Manchurian question is not 
vital to her. The Korean question is. 
Russia once in possession or in control 
of the Korean peninsula, Japan would 
not only have her nearest and most le- 
gitimate field for expansion cut off, but 
she would be under a constant and im- 
minent threat of invasion. Every Japa- 
nese has been brought up to look for- 
ward to the time when his country would 
have to fight for her life, that is, for the 
independence which is the life of a na- 
tion, with the Russian Empire. Looking 
upon such a conflict as inevitable, the 
Japanese show wisdom as well as cour- 
age to precipitate it 
whenever Russia takes steps that would 
plainly facilitate her conquest of Japan, 
and the reduction of it to a state of vas- 
salage. The occupation of Korea, or the 
control of Korea, would be the “ casus 
belli’ which the present control and oc- 
cupation of Manchuria would not be. 

But the notion which the dispatch 
seems to convey that the Russian re- 
fusal to evacuate Manchuria might be- 
come a casus belli for the United States 
is entirely baseless. We have taken 
pains from the beginning to repel any 
such supposition. Our interests in Man- 
churia are purely commercial, and are 
the same as those of the other trading 
nations. It is true that, as represented 
by the commerce which was transacted 
at the port of Niu-Chwang, we were the 
Nation most interested in Manchurian 
trade, and most injured by the Russian 
occupation which has so greatly dimin- 
ished the commerce of that port. But 
our foreign commerce is not vital to us, 
as that of Great Britain, for example, is 
to her, and we have always made it clear 
that we did not mean to fight for it. We 
undertook to accomplish our objects by 
steady diplomatic pressure. We had 
reason to think that we had attained 
them last July, when the State Depart- 
ment was able to announce that it had 
at last got Russia to agree, in black and 
white, to assent to the opening of two 
hew treaty ports in Manchuria, and to 
agree also to carry out her previous as- 
furances of evacuation and to fix a 
date for the evacuation of the provinces 
with which we were particularly con- 
cerned. But when we find that we have

te deal with a nation which makes prom- 


ises to break them, and to whith national 
honor and national shame are empty and 
meaningless words, we find ourselves 
disappointed of our just expectations. 
Undoubtedly, so long as we maintain 
diplomatic relations with her at all, we 
shall take all suitable occasions to re- 
mind Russia of her breach of faith. We 
have no intention of going to war with 
her. But if any other nation, whose in- 
terests in the matter are more vital than 
ours, finds them sufficient to justify 
War, such.a nation will have our warm 
good wishes and our “‘ moral support.” 
It is conceivable that our moral support 
of Japan might come, in the event of a 
conflict between that power and Russia, 
to mean a good deal.

ifestly, this decision must hold good 
against every kind cf faith cure supersti- 
tion, no matter under what name it may 
mask its ghastly deceptions.

HE COULD NOT STAY AWAY. 

“ You are a heap nearer the truth than 
perhaps you realize,’ said Mr. Jerome 
on Tuesday evening to the auditor who 
cried to him that he “could not stay 
away.” He could not, because he is an 
honest man, and because he knows bet- 
ter than most of us what the fight for 
decent government means. 

The variations in the attitude of Mr. 
JEROME since the eve of the campaign 
have their personal interest. After his 
manly speech of Tuesday night, there 
will be few who are not ready to over- 
look what they deem indefensible in the 
recent past as the not unnatural error of 
an impulsive mind intensely absorbed in 
its own conceptions of a ‘matter of over- 
whelming interest. But the personal as- 
pect of his course is not really impor- 
tant. The significdnt thing is that Mr. 
Jerome, With his aggressive nature, his 
love of immediate and effective action, 
his strong desire for the sympathy of the 
great mass of the people—in a word, his 
fondness for a fight tempered only by 
his sound and wholesome conscience, 
cannot “stay away” from this fight, 
and can take one side only init. His ac- 
tion is typical. It is striking and im- 
pressive because of his irrepressible en- 
ergy, his conspicuous official position, 
his aptness in public speech for getting 
at the heart of things. and the sympathy 
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he arouses in any crowd that he ad- 
dresses in earnest. But what he feels so 
deeply and expresses so effectively is 
the feeling of the great mass of honest 
men. His especial service—and it is in- 
valuable—lies in his remarkable power 
for arousing and directing that feeling. 

Mr. Jerome avows that he is a part of 
this administration. He is, and a large 
part. He is an officer of the county, 
and in part of the State. But we have 
only to recall a predecessor in his office, 
with his cry of “To hell with reform!” 
to realize what the part of the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney is in an administration that 
has to fight the criminal practices of 
Tammany. He is in a sense the arm of 
the law. It makes an immense differ- 
ence whether that arm seeks to defend 
or to open the Treasury, whether it is 
directed against evildoers or interposes 
between them and justice, whether it 
guards the rights of the innocent or 
shields the guilty. No one is in doubt 
as to which of these functions Mr. 
JEROMD discharges. And his fight for 
the Fusion ticket, so boldly, frankly, 
and characteristically entered on, is but 
the continuation of the fight for the 
right and against the wrong that he has 
been waging since his election. ‘ He 
could not stay away.” 


LORD ROSEBERY. 

We do not see that the Chamberlain- 
ites have any reason for surprise at the 
attitude finally taken by the Earl of 
ROSEBERY in the contest they have 
forced on ‘the United Kingdom. Where 
did they expect he would stand when the 
issue Was made clear, as now it has 
been ? 

The Ear! is not a Tory. If his Liberal- 
ism has been of a somewhat varying in- 
tensity, it is chiefly because he has ex- 
ercised his own judgment as to what 
Liberalism is or ought to be, and he 
really cannot be accused of vacillation 
because he has failed to follow all the 
manifestations of the party spirit in the 
last fifteen years. But protection is 
necessarily a Tory and reactionary pol- 
icy in England. It is opposed to every 
professed aim of the Liberals. It is a 
policy of favoritism for classes and of 
oppression for the masses. Unless Lord 
ROSEBERY is prepared to abandon all the 
principles he has supported in the past 
and declare himself a mere selfish hunter 
for popularity at any cost~and, what- 
ever he may be, he is not that—he is 
bound to fight the Chamberlain move- 
ment with all his might now that it has 
taken the unmistakable form it has 
taken, 

Moreover, Lord RosEBrRY has always 
been a convinced imperialist. He is, in- 
deed, in a way, the father of the impe- 
rial idea, and saw its immense impor- 
tance long before Mr. CHAMBERLAIN did. 
He regards the substitution of a fiscal 
for a political and patriotic tie in the 
empire as a sure means of discord and 
ultimate disintegration. You cannot 
unite the parts of the empire by setting 
them to quarreling over legislative 
favors to be divided between them. 
Lord ROsSEBERY has been accused, not 
without plausibility, of taking a too 
remote interest in the questions of ordi- 
nary English politics. But he has been 
always a far-sighted and convinced ad- 
vocate of imperial interests. Those who 
thought that at this late moment he 
would consent to imperil them for some 
possible personal advantage do not know 
the man,

THE MONEY VALUE OF EFFICIENT 
SANITATION. 

In his letter accepting renomination 
from the Citizens’ Union Mayor Low 
made the following significant state- 
ments concerning the public health of 
New York and the efficient work of the 
Health Department under his adminis- 
tration: 


The Health Department has cut down the 
death rate from 20 per thousand in 1901 to 
18.75 per thousand in 1902, and the returns 
for the first eight months of this year indi- 
cate a rate of only 18 for 1903. As compared 
with 1901, this means for 1903 a saving of 
over 7,000 lives. It has virtually stamped 
out smalipox, which at the beginning of 
1902 was raging in New York and other 
American cities. During the first six 
montha of 1908 there were only 26 cases of 
smallpox in New York, despite its large 
population. In Chicago, during the same 
interval, there were 310 cases, and in Phila- 
delphia 691 cases, It has vigorously fought 
eye disease and every form of contagion 
among the school children, and it has pro- 
vided a system of home nursing for chil- 
dren shut out of school on account of ill- 
ness which has greatly shortened the time 
thus lost. In addition, it has made syste- 
matic provision in eyery borough for the 
care of infectious disease, 

The means by which these results were 
attained have cost something. 

In 1903 the expenses of the sanitary 
administration of New York were about 
$1,226,391.. Taking the Mayor's state- 
ment as true that the work of the Health 
Department in 1903 effected a saving of 
7,000 lives, how does this appear when 
considered as an offset te the cost of the 
work? Statisticians whe Yave endeav- 
ored to establish the average Value of a 
life to a community are agreed that 
$5,000 is a very conservative estimate. 
On this basis, the saving on 7,000 lives in 
one year gives us a credit entry of $25,- 
000,000 and a net gain on the public 
health account of $33,778,609. There is 
an average of at least five serious cases 
of illness to each death. Each sick per- 
son must be taken care of by one or more 
well persons. If, therefore, we assume 
that sickness was reduced in proportion 
to the deaths, it is within the truth to 
say that at least 70,000 weeks of useful 
life were gained. Really the gain was 
much more than this. If the average 
money value of time is $10 per week, this 
adds $700,000 to the credit side of the 
account, This is not merely fanciful, 
nor does it involve a juggle with figures, 
That thoughtful students of economic 
problems are thinking along these lines 
may be judged from the following quo- 


tation from a report of the commission 


of engineers appointed a few years ago 
to study the water supply of Cincinnati: 


The average annual loss from typhoid 
fever in the city of Cincinnati during the 
past six years was 164 lives, which, under 
the laws of this State, may be valued at 
$10,000 each.’ For each fatal case of ty- 


phoid there were not less than five cases, 


which recovered; or the probable number 
of cases, exchisive of victims who perished 
in their battle with this disease, has been 
an average of 820 for the past six years, 
making a total of 984 cases. The average 
cost of medical attendance to all cases can 
be put at $40, and the average loss of time 
from work or school of those who recover 
is found to be about six weeks, which 
time can be valued at common laborers’ 
wages at $1.50 per day. The cost of burial 
of those who die can be taken on an aver- 
age at $60 each. 


On the Cincinnati basis of calculation 
the value of the work of the Health De- 
partment of New York in 1903 in the 
single item of the gain over 1901 in less- 
ened mortality would tabulate some- 
what as follows:

It should not be understood that this 
represents the value to the city in dollars 
and cents of the work of the Board of 
Health. It means simply that over and 
above all that was accomplished of pub- 
lic benefit by the Health Department in 
1901 under Tammany, the gain under 
Fusion is, net, about $73,000,000 in one 
year.

In building our dwelling 
house we built it on the extreme edge of 
the farm in order that it might be nearer 
the house of a neighbor upon whom I could 
eall for protection in the absence of my 
husband from home. Further down the 
road lives a negro family—respectable, law- 
abiding citizens, and respected by their 
white neighbors. I notice that the negro 
woman drives back and forth to town 
alone; she does not need a male protector.”’

-——Floods in Autumn can be, as some of 
our unfortunate neighbors have learned 
within the past week, even higher than 
those of Spring, but their ravages are 
comparatively brief, and, therefore, by no 
means so much to be feared. To be sure, 
if a man’s house is carried away and the 
man himself drowned or ruined by an 
Autumnal freshet, the distinction between 
the two varieties will not appeal to him, 
but the rapidity with which the Jersey 
cities have emerged from the waters that 
overwhelmed them last Friday night 
shows plainly enough that it is one thing 
to have heavy rains fall upon the accumu- 
lated snows of Winter, and quite another 
when even heavier rain descends upon 
bare fields incapable of contributing any- 
thing to its volume, and eager, on the con- 
trary, to absorb a lot of moisture for their 
own uses. Whatever the time of year, 
however, floods are terribly calamitous, 
and not the least lamentable part! of it is 
that so much of the devastation they work 
is almost invited by the building of shops 
and houses in places where occasional 
overflows are matters of absolute certain- 
ty, demonstrated by repeated experience. 
Nowadays there is no real excuse for 
eities to hug so closely the banks of rivers, 
especially when all that is wanted of the 
rivers is their power to turn wheels. No 
longer is there any need for mills and their 
sources of energy to be near neighbors, for 
the energy can safely and cheaply be car- 
ried long distances before it is used. Yet 
no doubt the victims of the Jersey floodg 
will build again on their devastated sites, 
and, curiously enough, they will be rather 
proud of themselves for doing it. Such 
persistency may be courageous, but as an 
evidence of wisdom it has its faults. 


-——In putting up prices for consumers 
and putting them down for producers, the 
meat trust people are taking large chances, 
They are also taking iarge profits, to be 
sure, but it ig more than possible that they 
are making a mistake in thinking that the 
size of the profits is sufficient to compen- 
sate them for the size of the chances.

d'Orsay Palace Paris resounded with ac- 
clamations of welcome, the booming’ of 
guns, and the playing of the national an- 
thems of Italy and France. It was a wel- 
come which both France and Italy can be 
proud of, making easier the negotiatfon of 
the arbitration treaty which is considered 
to be one of the important objects of the 
King’s visit, 

The train bearing their Majesties crossed 
the frontier early this morning, but the 
official welcome to French territory was 
not extended to the sovereigns until their 
arrival at Dijon at 2:30 P. M. Only a short 
stop was made there, and the train resumed 
its journey. 

During the morning and the early after- 
noon Paris completed its preparations to 
welcome the Italian King and Queen. The 
final touches were placed on the decora- 
tions, the troops marched to their positions 
along the route over which the royal visit- 
ors were to drive, and crowds assembled 
near the station, upon the sidewalks of the 
Avenue du Bois de Boulogne, and in the 
Champs Elysées. 

President Loubet, in evening clothes, and 
Mme. Loubet reached the station at 3:25 
o'clock and entered the passage leading to 
the platform, upon which was drawn up 
the band of the Republican Guard. The 
station was magnificently decorated with 
red velvet. There was a canopy over the 
entrance, and the audience salon was orna- 
mented with magnificent draperies, flowers, 
and palms. 

The royal train entered the station at 
3:30 o'clock, and King Victor Emmanuel, in 
the uniform of a General of the Italian 
Army, descended, the Queen and the suite 
following. M. Loubet cordially greeted the 
royal visitors, the band played the Italian 
national anthem, and the guard of honor 
presented arms. The party then walked to 
the salon, where the President presented 
the members of his suite to their Majesties. 
M. Loubet and the King afterward entered 
a carriage drawn by four coalblack horses 
with outriders, escorted by a detachment of 
cutrassiers. The appearance of the King 
was the signal for enthusiastic cheers for 
his Majesty. Through a double line of 
soldiers the President and the King, fol- 
lowed by Mme, Loubet and the Queen and 
their suites, drove down the Avenue du 
Bois de Boulogne, around the Arc de 
Triomphe, and along the Champs Elysées 
to the Place de la Concorde, across the 
bridge, and through the Qual d’Orsay to 
the d'Orsay Palace. 

At the moment of the start from the sta- 
tion the sun pierced the clouds, adding to 
the spectacle even more magnificence than 
that which marked the reception of King 
Edward by France. 

‘ Later the Italian King and Queen drove 
to the Elysée Palace nebo | to present 
nag respects to President and Mme, Lou- 
et. 

President Loubet this evening gave a 
banquet at the Elysée in honor of the royal 
visitors. It was a brilliant function, and 
was an occasion for toasts in which host 
and guest alike expressed their pleasure at 
the rapproachement between the two na- 
tions, and dwelt on the happy effect that 
Franco-Italian friendship would have on 
:~ areca of the European powers gen- 
erally. 

At the end of the banquet President Lou- 
bet rose and, addressing King Victor Em- 
manuel, said: 

** Sire: Tarce realizes the significance 
of your Majesty’s visit to the President of 
this republic, in which it sees a striking 
demonstration of the close agreement 
which, responding equally to the senti- 
ments and interests of the Italian and 
French peoples, has been established be- 
tween their Governments. It is assured 
that the two countries henceforth can pur- 
sue their national taSks with reciprocal 
confidence and good-will. 

“France hails your Majesty's arrival 
with sincere joy, which joy is doubled by 
the gracious presence of your Queen, With 
all my heart I raise my glass in the name 
of France and her Government in honor 
of your Majesty, drinking to the glory of 
your reign, to your happiness, and to that 
of the Queen and the Queen Dowager, and 
to the greatness and prosperity of Italy."’ 

King Victor Emmanuel, in reply to this 
toast, thanked the French President and 
expressed his delight at the hearty wel- 
come that he and Queen Helena had re- 
ceived, adding that he saw therein more 
than a mere demonstration of the tradi- 
tional politeness of the French. His Ma}- 
esty continued: 

‘France right!y considers my presence 
in Paris the natural result of that work of 
rapprochement happily accomplished be- 
tween the two countries. Italy's interests 
make her ardently desire the consecration 
of peace. Her pcsition in Europe enables 
her to contribute by her attitude to the 
realization of this eminently civilizing re- 
sult, toward which my highest and warm- 
est aspirations and the constant efforts of 
my Government are directed. 

‘“‘T know that my feelings are shared by 
France and the Government of the repub- 
lic. Therefore [I am doubly happy to find 
myself on French soil and happy at the 
cordiality shown to the Queen and myself. 

“T am happy to raise my glass to the 
health of the President and the greatness 
and prosperity of France.” 

The dining hall presented a very hand- 
some appearance, being decorated with 
choice works of art. The guests numbered 
144, and included, in addition to the official 
personages, a number of celebrities in the 
world of literature and art. 


CZAR’S “ POSTPONED " JOURNEY. 


Conflicting Ideas and Much Curiosity 
as to What Caused the Abandon- 
ment of the Visit to Rome. 


LONDON Times—New YORK TIMEs 
Special Cablegram, 

LONDON, Oct. 15.—The Times’s Rus- 
sian correspondents say the postpone- 
ment of the Czar’s visit to Italy was un- 
dotibtedly due to the Far Eastern crisis 
as much as to the tactics of the Italian 
Socialists. 

Speculation is lively, says the Vienna 
correspondent of The Times, concerning 
the ‘“coincidence’’ which caused the 
abandonment of the Czar’s journey to 
Rome on the eve of King Victor Emman- 
uel’s departure for Paris. Russian diplo- 
macy is not usually hasty and tactless 
unless circumstances place a premium on 
brutality. 

Can it be, asks the correspondent, that 
Russian jealousy has been aroused by the 
lessening of French isolation owing to 
the improvement of France's relations 
with Great Britain and Italy? Are Rus- 
sian financiers afraid that the French 
market will be less receptive to a new 
loan should the Quai d’Orsay feel more 
independent? Diplomats of other coun- 
tries are keenly curious to see the answer 
of the Parisians*to the blow aimed at 
their Italian guest by the hand of their 
ally. 

The Czar’s nervousness, says the corre- 
spondent, is stated to be so great that 
any visit to% foreign capital is positive 
torture to him. In the case of the aban- 
donment of the Rome visit the Czar’s 
counselors are believed to have been M. 
Nelidoff, Ambassador to Italy, and M. 
de Plehve. The former has been unable 
to overcome his prejudice and trust to 
the good sense and fellowship of the 
Italians. As regards M. de Plehve, Ital- 
fan public opinion never applauded Kish- 
ineff, Gomel, and Finland, nor the bru- 
tality shown in St. Petersburg, Kieff, 
and Odessa.

TO BEGIN TONTO BASIN DAM. 


Secretary Hitchcock Issues Order ta 
Start Work on Irrigation Plant 
in Arizona. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Secretary 
Hitchcock to-day issued an order which 
will turn the first shovelful of earth in the 
great work of establishing irrigation sys- 
tems throughout the West under Governe 
ment auspices. : 

He formally directed the head of the 
Geological Survey, Mr. Charles D. Wal- 
cott, to begin work on the Tonto Basin 


Dam, on Salt River, in Arizona, at the 
junction with Tonto Creek. 

The first step will be to make contracts 
for buildings for the force and the machin- 
ery that will be employed on the work. A 
cement plant is to be established, a ome. 
rary steam plant put in, repair shop built 
sawmill set up, an electrical wer plant 
installed, trolley line built, telephone line 
strung, and a power canal dug about two 
miles long. ‘ 

This canal is a unique feature of the en- 
terprise. Going up stream two miles, a 
dam is to be built and a canal led down to 
the site of the proposed reservoir dam 
where the water will be used at a head of 
more than 100 feet to operate turbines to 
furnish power for the trolley road, the 
sawmill, cement works, and other rts o 
the working plant. The reservoir dam wil 
cost more than $2,000,000, and it is esti- 
mated that it will take two or three years 
to complete it. The reservoir will be a lake 
eighteen miles long, from a half mile to

Arbitration Convention Signed Yes- 
terday at London. 


It is Believed Victor Emmanuel’s Visit 
to Paris May Result in a Similar 
Arrangement with Italy. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—The arbitration trea- 
ty between Great Britain and France was 
signed here yesterday by the Foreign Sec- 
retary, Lord Lansdowne, and the French 
Ambassador, M. Cambeon. 

The text of the treaty is as follows: 

“The Government of the French Repub- 
lic and the Government of his Britannic 
Majesty, signatories of the convention con- 
cluded at The Hague July 29, 1899, for the 
peaceful settlement of international dis- 
putes: 

“Considering that by Article XIX. of 
that treaty the high contracting powers 
reserve to themselves the right of con- 
cluding agreements with a view to having 
recourse to arbitration in all cases in 
which they shall consider it possible to 
submit thereto: 

“Have authorized the undersigned 
“gree to the following provisions: 

‘Article I.—Differences of a judicial or- 
der, or such as relate to the interpretation 
of treaties existing between the two con- 
tracting parties which may arise between 
them, and which it may not be possible to 
settle by means of diplomacy, shall be sub- 
mitted to the permanent Court of Arbitra- 
tion estabiished at The Hague by the con- 
vention of July 29, 1899, on condition, how- 
ever, that they do not involve either vital 
interests or the independence or honor of 
the two contracting States, and that they 
do not affect the interests of a third power. 

“ Article Il.—In each particular case the 
high contracting parties, before addressing 
themselves to the permanent Court of 
Arbitration,. shall sign a special arbitra- 
tion bond setting forth clearly the subject 
under dispute, the extent of the powers of 


the arbitrators, and the details to be ob- 
served as regards the constitution of the 
Arbitral Tribunal and the procedure. 
“Article Il].—The present arrangement 

is concluded for » term of five years from 
the date of the signature. ;

PARIS, Oct. 14.—The signing of the 
Anglo-French Arbitration treaty in London 
to-day divided attention with the visit of 
the King and Queen of Italy to Paris. 
Since the Frerch and English papers re- 
ceived The Associated Press’s exclusive 
Paris dispatch trom New York announcing 
the agreement on the terms of the treaty 
the matter has been much discussed, and 
considerable feeling has been shown {for 
and against the treaty. 

The Government regards the treaty as 
one of the most important achievements of 
Foreign Minister Delcassé, and as likely to 
exert far-reaching political influence upon 
the relations between France and Great 
Britain, and indirectly to influence favor- 
ably the relations of all the Buropean 
powers. The serious journals congratulate 
the French and British diplomats, but some 
of the anti-Gcvernment newspapers cmti- 
cise the treaty, The prevailing public sen- 
timent, however, is favorable to it. 

The fact that the treaty was signed the 
day of the arrival here of King Victor 
Emmanuel is considered to_be significant, 
as it is believed that the King’s visit to 
President Loubet and the latter’s project- 
ed visit to Rome may have similar treaty 
results to the visit of King Edward to 
Presider.t Loubet anc the President’s re- 
turn visit to the British sovereign in Lon- 
don.

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BENT WOOD DUTIES CASE 


Importers Win. Appeal Against | 
Advance in Value. 


General Appraiser Sharretts Decides in 
Favor of Thonet & Co.—Ruling on 
Dutiable Classification of Cot- 
ton and Tinsel Tapestries. 


Importers of Austrian bent-wood furni- 
ture who have been haying a good deal of 
trouble lately with the customs authorities, 
won a ¥ictory yesterday at a hearing be- 
fore General Appraiser Thaddeus 8, Shar- 
retts. Some time ago duties on these goods 
were advanced in taxable value by the 
Appraisers anywhere 
from 50 to 100 per cent. These advances 
were agreed to by the importers, who are 
all either branch houses or agents of Eu- 


ropean manufacturers, and all importa- 
tions since then have been invoiced on the 
new basis of value. 

A few days ago the local appraisers ad- 
vanced a cunsignment of bent-wood chairs 
to Thonet & Co from 1.91 to 2.41 florins. 
The importers appealed to the General Ap- 
praisers, alleging that the difference in 
value from previous importations was due 
to the fact that the seats of the chairs 
were of stamped wood instead of woven 
cane, as in former importations. This con- 
tention was sustained, . and Appraiser 
Whitehead was ordered to pass the entry 
at the invoice valuations. 

The Board of General Appraisers handed 
decision yesterday affecting ihe 
composition of which tinsel enters. 
The goods in question are known as 
tissue imprime,’’ and were imported 
last February by the John L. Nelson & 
Brothers Company of Chicago. They are 
described aw fancy cotton cloth, compesed 
of cotton, metal threads, and jute, and 
originally assessed at 60 per cent. 
ad valorem as “articles made wholly or 
in chief of tinsel wire or metal threads,” 

The importers appealed, and the Col- 
lector at Chicago admitted that a mistake 
had been made, and that they ought to

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks irregular.

Yesterday’s stock market was charac- 
terized’ by a reduced volume of business 
and so much uncertainty of tone that 
there was something in it at different 
times to please both bulls and bears. 
The moments of strength were interpret- 
ed to signify that the market was receiv- 
ing support, and was responding to it. 
And the prompt and easy reaction, as 
stocks were forthcoming in quantity | 
Whenever an advance was established, 
Was taken to show that liquidation was 
persistent. There was considerable pre- 
cision to reports of necessitous Cana- 
dian selling, which were reinforced by 
declines in several Canadian specialties. 
Canadian Pacific fell to 115%, but re- 
gained a round point. Its increased div- 
idend and excellent dividend are doing it 
no good in such a market as this, which 
is not concerned with appraisals of val- 
ues so much as estimates of necessities 
of sellers. The dealings’ at widely sepa- 
rated quotations showed clearly enough | 
that the sales were urgent, to get cash, 
and not to depress the market for repur- 
chases. Amalgamated Copper fell to 
33%, closing at 34%, and the decline was 
accompanied by publication of a curious 
speech by the President of Anaconda at 
Butte, referring hypothetically to liqui- 
dation and reorganization of Amalga- 
mated, which, he said, might be done 
with loss to Amalgamated stockholders 
of nothing more than their income, their 
principal being safe. This is a singular 
way of supporting either Amalgamated 
or the market, if the Standard Oil party 
is so disposed, as is industriously put 
about at intervals just now. Steel stocks 
Were dull comparatively, and lost nothing 
yesterday, but the 5 per cents, on sales 
of only about a half million, sold down 
to G8 and closed but a little better. A 
curious feature was the sale on the curb 
of the first 5s at par, a loss of several 
points from last business. The large 
losses of the day were 4% for American 
Car and Foundry preferred, 10 for Third 
Avenue, and 33 for Metropolitan West 
Side of Chicago. The distinction between 
railways and industrials was continued, 
but the business was so dull and changes 
ruled so small that the contrast was 
less emphatic than previously. In the 
bond market Colorado Fuel 5 per cents 
sold down to 69%, closing there. 

The news from Pittsburg was more 
cheerful, including a smart rise in Cru- 
cible Steel and a report that its Clairton 
property would find a purchaser other 
than the Steel Trust. The produce mar- 
kets were stimulated by a good export 
demand, or rather on reports of it, while 
cotton rose upon the same sort of crop 
canards as recently agitated the corn 
market. There were several excellent re- 
ports of railway earnings, especially Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and Western Union

made a good annual statement, its price 
of course falling on the day’s business, 
such being the effect of good news re- 
cently. An increase of a million in earn- 
ings, with reduced cost to the public, 
and no appreciable increase of cost to 
the company, is the sort of report nearly 
above criticism. Improvement in the 


bond and money markets appears in the ; 


announcement that Cleveland had placed 
the bonds which it advertised some 
weeks ago without receiving bids. 

The full statement of foreign trade for 
September is as encouraging as the par- 
tial figures for exports of domestic prod- 
ucts. Last year the excess of exports in 
September doubled to $33,496,038 from 
$16,019,029 in August. This year the ex- 
cess of exports quadrupled from $7,549,- 
190 in August to $28,385,179 in Septem- 
ber. This large gain is composed in part 
of a loss of $5,789,200 in imports, com- 
paring September in 1903 and 1902, 
showing that we are now consuming our 
own products more fyeely. Exports de- 
creased $10,900,059, reflecting dearness 
rather than scarcity of our products, or 
reduction of foreign demand for them. 
Although the comparison of September is 
unfavorable, it is necessary to remember 
it is made in a late crop season. Septem- 
ber conditions are scarcely later than 
August’s last year, yet September’s ex- 
cess of exports is $28,385,179, with signs 
of strong tendency to grow. For nine 
months the excess of exports is still 
35,000,000 behind 1902, but at Septem- 
ber’s rate of growth we are likely to see 
some excesses of exports, and presuma- 
bly imports of gold, rivaling the years 
preceding. September's imports of gold 
are in fact larger than last year’s, de- 
spite a money market which affords no 
assistance to importers of bullion.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.~The annual re- 
port of the Register of the Treasury shows 


that an aggregate of $15,065,750 of the reg- 
bunds are held by foreigners. Of 
this amount $3,911,250 are credited to in- 
dividuals and $11,154,500 to foreign insur- 
ance companies. 

The latter amount is on deposit In this 
country under the law which requires all 
foreign insurance companies to deposit 
the Insurance Commissioner of the 
particular State in which it does business 
a certain amount of bonds, proportioned to 
business done, to secure its policy holders.

be said that the nationai credit is entirely 
upheld by domestic money.” : 

An analysis of the domestic holdings 
shows that the consols of 1930 is the popu- 
lar one with national banks.

FAILURE ON EXCHANGE. 


John C. Kilbreth Suspended Because of 
Independent Liabilities—His Part- 
ner Farr Announces Firm’s 
Dissolution. 


Following news of the dissolution of the 
Stock Exchange firm of Kilbreth & Farr 
yesterday afternoon, announcement was 
made by Fresident Thomas of the Exchange 
of the suspension of John C. Kilbreth, who 
was the board member of Kilbreth & Farr, 
and has been a member of the Stock Ex- 
change since 1882, 

The suspension was made under the rule of 
the Stock Exchange applying to cases where 
an insolvent member does not make a vol- 
untary statement of his condition in antici- 
ration of the official action. In the case 
of a woluntary statement being made, a 
member may be reinstated upon a three 
days’ notice to the Committee on Admis- 
sion, but where the insolvency is allowed to 
become known through action by the Presi- 
dent of the Exchange, the question of read- 
mission ig somewhat more difficult, and 
the regulations require a two-thirds vote of 
the Board of Governors before it can be 
accomplished, 

In the case of Mr. Kilbreth the insol- 
vency.applies to himself as an individual 
and not to the house of which he was a 
member. The report of the case made by 
T. H. Powers Farr, his late partner, is that 
Mr. Kilbceth had been trading independ- 
ently of his firm connection for some time 
past, and had thus contracted a debt of 


$3,000 to the Stock Exchange house of Har- 
rison & Smith about three weeks ago. 

No arrangements having been made for 
the settlement of the account, Harrison & 
Smith nade the formal notice to the Ex- 
change cuthorities, and Mr. Farr was no- 
tified on behalf of his firm. Mr. Farr said 
yesterday that this notification was the 
first he had received in the matter, and 
that he had not even known of his part- 
ner’s contracting the debt, He so stated to 
the Exchange authorities, and Mr. Kilbreth 
was given until yesterday to settle. Such 
settlement not being forthcoming, Mr. Farr 
arranged to have announcement made of. 
the dissolution of the firm, and following 
that Mr. Kibreth’s suspension. 

It is understood that Mr. Kilbreth, who 
is said to have been away from the Ex- 
change tor two weeks past, has been a 
specialist in Steel cn his own account, and 
recently has been hit hard in the decline, 

The tirm of Kilbreth & Farr was organ- 
ized in 1894, Mr, Farr said yesterday that 
the failure of his partner would not affect 
the ftirm’s business in the least, as he 
would hid together the accounts outstand- 
ing and arrange for the business of his cus- 
tomers until such time as he could make 
new Exchange connections,

DRESSER SAYS SCHWAB 
WRECKED SHIP TRUST 


Effect of Holding Back Beth- 
lehem Plant Earnings. 


HAD NO PERSONAL PROFIT 


Recently Sought Interview with Ex- 
President of Steel Trust to Induce 


Him to Re-establish Yard 
Combination— “Dummy” 
Directors Testify. 


In his second day of testimony regarding 
the affairs of the United States Shiphuild- 
ing Company, Daniel Le Roy Dresser made 
the direct charge that Charles M. Schwab 
had wrecked the trust. This accusation 
was the feature of the session, which was 
held in the office of Samuel Untermyer, at 
80 Broad Street, yesterday morning and 
afternoon. 

Another portion of the evidence related 
to a visit of Mr. Dresser to the brokerage 
office of Harris, Gates & Co. on Tuesday. 
William D. Guthrie, counsel for the ship- 
yard combination, attempted to show that 
Mr. Dresser endeavored in vain to obtain 
through Mr. Harris an interview with Mr. 
Schwab for the purpose of “pleading” 
with him. Mr. Dresser admitted that he 
had sought an appointment with Mr. 
Schwab, but declared that his intention was 


to urge the ex-President of the Steel Trust 
to allow the earnings of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company to be used for rehabilitating 
the wrecked shipyard concern. 

While saying that he had done nothing to 
be ashamed of, Mr. Dresser expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Schwab, even at this late 
Gate, could put the shipbuilding company 
on its feet if he wished to do so, The wit- 
ness said he believed Mr. Schwab.might be 
brought to take the right stand, if the 
matter were called to his attention in the 
proper wq¢y. As for his own motives, he 
said he had no financial interest, but that 
his reputation ‘was at stake. 

Questions designed to show that Mr. 
Dresser had received large rewards for 
helping in the organization of the trust 
met with positive answers that he had ob- 
tained no personal profits. In regard to the 
prices paid for the various shipyards ab- 
sorbed, he testified that he never knew the 
different figures in detail, but he verified a 
memorandum giving the sums total. Even 
these general figures had not been obtain- 
able in Wall Stréet previously, and so they 
commanded great interest throughout the 
financial district. 

When Mr. Dresser had completed his tes- 
timony early in the afternoon, there were 
called to the stand two young men who 
figured as “dummy” directors of the ship- 
building company. Their examination by 
Samuel Untermyer served to show the in- 
side methods of forming a trust in the State 
of New Jersey, and many were the laughs 
nroused in the crowded library, where the 
hearing wes conducted, by reason of the 
admissions wormed gradually out of the 
witnesses. 

VOTED AWAY MILLIONS. 


Incidentally it was brought out that they 
and a third associate voted away $70,000,000 
of securities without knowing even where 
the shipyards were located and hardly 

‘knowing the names of the trust's officials. 

Special Commissioner Henry D. Oliphant, 
appointed by Judge Kirkpatrick of the 
United States District Court of New Jersey, 
presided at the hearing. Henry Wollman ap- 
peared with Mr, Untermyer for the plaint- 
iffs in the action seeking to make the ship- 
yard receivership permanent. With Mr. 
Guthrie for the company was Charles C. 
Deming of Alexander & Green. William J. 
Curtis of counsel for the reorganization 
committee also was present. Lewis Nixon, 


who, it is expected, will take the stand this 
morning, and Oliver Wren, Mr. Schwab's 
confidential secretary, were attentive list- 
eners, and among other future witnesses, 
most of whom were sworn during the day, 
were John W. Young, promoter of the 
trust; Winthrop E. Scarritt, the successor 
of Mr. Dresser as President of the Trust 
Company of the Republic; Charles J, Canda, 
and Joseph E. Schwab. 

The proceedings began with a statement 
by Mr. Guthrie. Since the last session it 
had been called to his attention that his 
conduct in cross-examining Mr. Dresser 
was criticised on the ground that he was 
using knowledge he had obtained as con- 
fidential counsel for the witness last year. 
He said that while he did not take that 
view, he was ready to waive any questions 
objectionable to Mr, Dresser for the reasons 
advanced until such time as Judge Kirk- 
patrick should decide the question of legal 
etiquette. Mr. Guthrie introduced for the 
record, in the face of Mr. Untermyer’s ob- 
jections, copies of correspondence between 
himself and Mr. Untermyer regarding the 
matter within the last three days. 

These letters included Mr. Guthrie's _ex- 
planation that Mr. Dresser had never heen 
personally his client, but had employed him 
to act for the Trust Company of the Re- 
public in certain matters. Mr. Untermyer 
explained that he was acting in a friendly 
spirit in transferring Mr. Dresser’s ex- 
preasent of opinion and was not expressing 

is own, but that he was much offended at 
Mr. Guthrie’s action in proposing to make 
public their correspondence on the subject. 

After Mr. Guthrie had announced that 
Charles M. Schwab would be ready to tes- 
tify whenever he was wanted, and Max 
Pam, Mr, Schwab‘s lawyer, would return 
from Chicago in a few days, the- examina- 
tion of Mr. Dresser began. 

The witness said that while he was re- 
ceiving advice from Col, John J. McCook of 
the firm of Alexander & Green and from Rid- 
dle & Common, expert accountants, as to the 
value of the shipyards, he never had any 
doubt of the value of the properties, though 
he made no examination for himself, When 
Mr. Guthrie asked when he first came to 
believe there was something wrong with 
the soundness and integrity of the trust's 
scheme, he said it was after he discovered, 
“on returning from Europe, that the Sheldon 
Reorganization Committee had been formed 
without consulting him, and he immediately 
and continually remonstrated with his fel- 
low-officials of the Trust Company of the 
Republic thereafter. 


HELD BETHLEHEM EARNINGS. 


He remonstrated with Max Pam. He was 
reassured, and had periodic hopes. But 
things went from bad to worse until last 
February, when Mr. Schwab got control of” 
the trust threugh Mr. Pam, and refused to 


allow the earnings of the Bethlehem Steel 
Works to be used for the shipyard com- 
bination. . 

“And I felt then, as I believe now,” he 
added, “that this action of Mr. Schwab 
was the cause of the shipbuilding com- 
pany’s troubles.” 

He explained that the added earnings of 
steel works and ship yards were sufficient 
to pay all fixed charges, and would have 
continued sufficient.

He ex- 
plained that W. S, Andrews had loaned him

“Do you recall visiting Mr. Harris in his 
office yesterday?’’ was asked. 

Mr. Dresser answered affirmatively. He 
told of having asked Mr. Harris to tele- 
yhone or to see Mr. Schwab and ask that 
cs (Dresser) get an interview with Mr. 
Schwab. He denied having said, as Mr. 
Guthrie suggested, that ‘‘it would be ad- 
visable for Mr, Schwab ”’ to have the inter- 
view with him. Nor did he declare that it 
would be “ well for Mr. Schwab” to heed 
his suggestion. He denied having said he

He said he never had 
and never would plead with Mr. Schwab 
about anything. The reason he went to the 
office of Harris, Gates & Co., he said, was 
that he had happened to be there some 
time ago, and had mentioned the shipbuild- 
ing matter to Charles G. Gates.

“What was your object personally?”’ 
Mr. Untermyer asked.

Later in the afternoon, after the hearing 
was over, Mr. Harris was seen at his office 
and asked about the visit of Mr. Dresser.

Schwab for an interview nor in the objects 
expressed by Mr. Dresser. He said he would 
ask for the interview again under like cir- 
cumstances, 

When the dispute over this matter had 
ended, Mr. Untermyer obtained from the 
Trust Company of the Republic's officials 
and introduced in evidence a memorandum 
that Mr. Dresser described as having been 
given to him by Col. John J. McCook in the 
early stages of the shipyard organization.

Mr. Dresser himself had refused, on re- 
turning from Europe, to have anything to 
do with the syndicate or even to read its 
plans, but he knew that among the sub- 
scribers were J, n, whose 
name was on the list -onpeette ,000.

tiations they had carried on without his 
knowledge. The first he ever heard of 
the deal, he said, was through a London 
pewanapee, which stated that J, P, Morgan 
had got control of the shiubuilding com- 
pany by this method. 

The witness said he understood that all 
the shipyards were heavily in debt, and it 
was so stated in the reorganization plan as 
published. He did not know it at the time 
of organization, however, and the financial 
statements as to the condition of the prop- 
erties in the early days of the scheme did 
not emanate from him, but from Col. Mc- 
Cook and others, whose word he took with- 
out question, s 

‘Did you receive any personal advantage 
whatever out of this promotion except as 
you have stated?” asked Mr. Untermyer. 

“1 did not.”’ 

“Did you ever have any agreement that 
rep wage get anything at all?”’ 

“No.” 


That ended Mr. Dresser’s testimony, and 
Mr. Untermyer called to the stand George 
B. Dailey of Jersey City, Assistant Treas- 
urer of the Corporation Trust Company of 
New Jersey. 


FREQUENTLY A DIRECTOR. 


Mr, Dailey, according to his testimony, 
knew nothing of Max Pam’s interest in the 
concern named, which he described as at- 
tending to the business of companies in- 
corporated under the New Jersey laws and 


obliged to maintain offices in that State. 
He said he became a Director of the Ship- 
building Company soon after its formation. 
It was not the first time he had been a 
Director of corporations, Being a -Director, 
he admitted, was a part of his many duties. 
His company was accustomed to furnish 
Directors on demand. 

When ‘asked by whose orders_he was 
made a Director of the Shipyard Trust, he 
said he did not know, unless instructions 
had come to the New Jersey office of his 
company from the New York office. His 
two fellow-Directors in the beginning, each 
of them holding their job for a month along 
with him, were fellow-clerks in the Cor- 
poration Trust Company's offices. He 
worked in New Jersey. The other two, 
Messrs. Newman and Seward, were in the 
New York office. He said he knew it was 
the law that he must own stock in order to 
qualify as a Director. 


Q.—Did you ever buy a share? 
was paid for. 

Q.—How do you know it was paid for? A.— 
The minutes show it. 

Q.—Did you see them? A.—No; I was told so. 

He knew it was so, he said, because it 
always had been so. It was a custom with 
his company. He saw the share. He had 
it in his hands, Then he indorsed it in 
blank and returned it to somebody con- 
nected with the company.

As to the 
source of the one share of stock, he said 
he thought it must have come to him by 
mail, though he could not remember wit 
exactness.

“Did you ever hear of the Union Iron

He 
said he had been asked to be a Director by 
Charles C. Deming of Alexander & Green, 
but did not know who had agproached his 
associates on the subject. n describing 
the methods of his erstwhile employers, he

As to-what each separate shipyard owner 
ot for his property, Mr. Dresser said he 
ad never been informed, but John W. 
Young probably would know. The figures 
in the memorandum were all he ever re- 
ceived along that line, but he knew that 
Charles C. Deming, Col, McCook’s law 
partner in the firm of Alexander & Green, 
did the actual business of making the pay- 
ments.

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CAR KILLS GEN. H.H. BOYCE 


Had Just Dined with Gen. Tracy 
When He Met His Death. 


Struck While Crossing Broadway at 
Bowling Green—Distinguished Career 
as Soldier, Publisher, and Politician. 


Gen. Henry Harrison Boyce, soldier, pol- 
iticlan, and publisher, was killed in Bowl- 
ing Green yesterday afternoon by a Broad- 
way car, The General had just eaten 
luncheon at Delmonico’s with ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Benjamin F. Tracy, his close 
friend, and started for the offices of the 
Navy League, across the street, when the 
accident happened. 

He is said to have ventured into the 
street with his eyes on the ground. A 
south-bound car came bowling along, and 
the motorman rang his bell. The General 
did not seem to hear the warning, and be- 
fore Motorman Peter Drumm of 406 West 
Fifty-fourth Street could stop the car the 
forward trucks struck the old soldier and 
threw him to the pavement with a force 
that fractured his skull. 

Everything was done at the Hudson 
Street Hospital, to which he was taken, to 
prolong his life until his wife and two 
daughters, with whom he lived at 345. Bed- 
ford Avenue, Mount Vernon, could be com- 
municated with. Superintendent Knoll of 
the hospital managed to get Mrs, Boyce on 
the telephone, and informed her of her 
husband's accident. With one of her daugh- 
ters she hurried to the city, but when she 
reached the hospital the General had 
passed away without recovering conscious- 
ness, 

The motorman was taken to court and 
held in $1,500 bail, Coroner Jackson stated 
last night that he would hold an inquest 
this morning to learn if the death was the 
fault of. any one, 

Gen. Boyce was born on a farm near 
Cleveland, Ohio, sixty-one years ago, was 
educated es an engineer, and when the 
Civil War broke out he went with the For- 
ty-fifth Illinois Infantry. He held five com- 
missions in the Army of the Tennessee and 
was promoted at Shiloh for gallantry. He 
left the army at the close of the war a 
Captain, 

e eventually went to California, where 
he became wealthy, and for a number of 
years was President of the National Bank 
of Southern California, his home having 
been at Los a ge | He was prominent in 
the State Guard, and it was there he ob- 
tained the title of Brigadier General. 

It wes in Los Angeles that he became a 
ae, buying The Times and later The 

ribune of that city. About 1890 he went to 
Boston and began to direct the fortunes of 
the Arena magazine. Three years later he 
bought the controlling interest in the Bos- 
ton Traveller, and remained some time at 
the head of that daily paper. 

Some years ago he came to New York 
City to live, and at the time of his death 
he was secretary of the Navy League of the 
United States, at 32 Broadway, of which 
Gen. Tracy is President. He was also a 
member of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion of the United States. 

Gen. Boyce was a Republican and had 
been rather prominent at times in national 
politics, He was a friend of Mark Hanna 
and also of President Roosevelt. 

Gen, Boyce is survived by his wife and 
three daughters, one of whom lives at 
home; another of whom, Miss Faith, is at- 
tending St. Margaret's School, Waterbury, 
Conn,, and the third, Mrs. Hutchins Hap- 
good, wife of the author, is now at Flor- 
ence, Italy. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


County Courts’ JURISDICTION.—There was 
published in Tue Times some time ago a 
legal note of a case decided by the Ap- 
pellate Division in the Fourth Department, 
in which the court held that, as the com- 
plaint in a County Court action for money 
only was Mmited by the State Constitu- 
tion to $2,000, an answer in such an action 
could not set up a counter claim for a 
greater amount. The Court of Appeals a 
few days ago gave an opinion directly con- 
trary to that of the court below, and held 
that any amount may be set up by way of 
counter claim, “The view of the case 
that prevailed in the learned court below," 
said Judge Denis O’Brien, for the court of 
last resort, * would produce some curious 
results in practice, In this case it is ad- 
mitted on all sides that the court had com- 
plete jurisdiction of the action. The ob- 
jection is that it has no jurisdiction of tne 


defense by war of counter claim. It is 
said that there is ample power to hear, de- 
termine, and award judgment on the plain- 
tiff’s claim, but no power, to try or give 
judgment on the defendant’s counter claim, 
although it arises out of the very trans- 
action stated in the complaint; and the 
only reason for this contention is that it is 
stated in the pleadings at too large a sum. 
The large sum stated in the answer may 
fade away to a very small one after the 
proofs at the trial are all in. But it is ar- 
ued that this makes no difference, since 
he court is witheut jurisdiction to take 
any proofs on the merits of the claim. An 
irresponsible party_could implead his neigh- 
bor in the County Court In an action where- 
in he demands Juste ‘$2,000. The defendant 
sued may have a valid counter claim which 
he regards as of no value except for de- 
fensive purposes, but if it amounts to more 
than $2, he cannet make use of it as a 
counter claim to defeat the plaintiff's 
claim. If he has no other defense, he must 
submit to have judgment pass against him. 
If he attempts to set it up to the extent of 
2,000, he must release the balance, since 
he general rule is that a party cannot split 
up claim into fragments and have a sep- 
arate action upon each fragment. So that 
a defendant who has been brought into the 
County Court by the act of the plaintiff in 
selecting his forum may pave a@ valid and 
meritorious defense, but his hands are so 
tied that he is unable to avail himself of it 
by reason of the very epatuee of his 
claim. It is quite clear that a party may 
in this way select a forum for the litiga- 
tion in which he has a strategic advantage 
over his adversary.” Judge O’Brien adds 
that the mind does not readily accept the 
reasoning and arguments that lead to such 
conclusions,

Powers OF AGENTs.—The following is 
from the official syllabus by the court in 
the case of Exchange Bank vs; Thrower, 


decided lately by the Supreme Court of

Georgia: ‘‘ Authority to borrow money is 
among the most dangerous powers which 
a principal can confer upon an agent, and 
must be created by express terms, or be 
necessarily implied from the very nature 


of the agency actually created. An em- 
ploye of a State insurance agent, who is 
iven the title ‘cashier,’ is not thereby 
mpliedly authorized to indorse and dis- 
count drafts in the name of his principal, 
Power to make restricted indorsements 
will not authorize a general indorsement in 
blank. That an agent is authorized to in- 
dorse checks with a stamp reading ‘ Pa 
to the order of the Third Natio Ban 
for deposit. James T. Prince, Manager, by 
——, Cashier,’ and fill the blank therein 
with his own name, does not empower 
such cashier to indorse checks and drafts 
in blank, so as to collect the money 
thereon.”’ 


DOCK CASE GOES OVER. 


Counsel for Egan Gets Postponement of 
Trial Until After Election. 


The suit brought by the city against Jo- 
seph Egan to annul the lease granted by 
the Van Wyck Dock Board for a bulkhead 
in the North River between Twenty-eighth 
and Twenty-ninth Streets, was postponed 
by Justice Scott yesterday until Nov. 9, and 
Charles F, Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall and the former head of the Dock 
Board, will be spared the ordeal of going 
on the stand during the present. political 
campaign and submitting to a cross-exami- 
nation. 

In the case against Egan it is charged 
that he secured his thirty-years’ lease to 
the plier mentioned for an annual rental of 
$750 a year as the result of conspiracy and 
fraud. 

Ex-Senator T. C. O'Sullivan, counsel for 
Egan, asked for the postponement of the 
case on the ground that he wanted to in- 


spect certain documents before he could 
prepare for his defense. 

Assistant Corporation Gounsel Edward J. 
McGuire, wh is the Fusion candidate for 
President of the Board of Aldermen, [8 
prosecuting the case for the city, and 
stated to the court that the city was ready 
to proceed. He also denied that Senator 
O'Sullivan had ever been refused any docu- 
ments which he desired to inspect. 

During the past few.days it is asserted 
that the Dock Department officials have 
had new information of the doings of the 
old Dock Board brought to their attention. 
It has been reported to them that $50,000 
was demanded for the lease of a bulkhead 
adjoining a railroad yard, and that $15,000 
was demanded for the renewal of a lease of 
a bulkhead used a! one of the big steam- 
ship companies. his information, how- 
ever, is not as yet in such shape as to make 
it available as evidence.
